James Spottiswood, Bishop of Clogher, the Memorial of 
whose life ii now given to the public, was the second son of Mr 
John Spottiswood, a promioent character at the time of the 
Hefonnation in Scotland, and one of the first provincial Superin- 
tendaats *. In ibe Ldfe of the Archbi^op of St Andrews, preliz- 
ed to his Hisior;, it is remarkable that there is uo mention made 
of his brother the Bishop of Cl<%her j there is, however, reason 
to surmise that, in some particulars, hig Biographer was perplexed 
hj the gt<H7 of the two brothers, and has ascribed to the elder what 
peculiaily beloi^d to the younger. There was, indeed, a singu- 
lar coincidence in their fortunes. At the Umversity of Glasgow 
tbqr both were distinguished for early and uncommon acquire- 
ments; both afterwards became favourite* at Court, and were 
raised to high endesiastical preferments ; both, harassed by the 
prerailiog spirit of the times, were driven, at the close of life, 
the one from Scotland and the other from [reland, to seek reft^ in 
London, and were buried side by side in Westminster Abbey f. 

On the accession of King James to the throne of England, 
James Spottiswood accompanied him as one of the household,

and ahortl; ftfter having entered into holy orders, was preferred, at 
the age of 36, to the Sector? of Wells in Norfolik, in the year 
l603. The presentation* bears date at Harfeild, l6tfaDecemher 
of that year, but, as a preliminary atep, the concesno indigenatioim\, 
or letters of naturalization, passed the Privy Seal on the 24th of 
the precedit^ month of November. At Wells he remained Rec- 
tor for seventeen years. In 1620, on the death of Dr Mon^o- 
merie, Bishop of Meath and Clogher, the celebrated Dr James 
Usher, afterwards Archlnshop of Arm*^, was promoted to the 
see of Meath, and Dr SpotUswood to that of Clogher. It appears 
that, on his arrival in Ireland as Bishop elect, but before conse- 
cration, Dr Spottiswood hadaasomed the jurisdiction of the Dio- 
cese of Clogher, and Dr Usher had done the same in the Diocese 
of Meath. This was resisted by Archbishop Hampton, and gave 
rise to a correspondence between the Primate and the Bishop of 
Meath I, in which Usher waves the claim for himself, but advises, 
in the case of the Biabop of Cl(^», that the matter should not 
be brought into the courts of law, urging that it was v»y likely 
that there, the influence of the Sword (meaning the royal preroga- 
tive] would outweigh the inflnence of the Keys. The Archbishop 
seems to have been of a different opinion, and fiilly readlved tiiat 
the Keys should be trjed in tbe balance. Of this qnestion I know 
not the result, but the Archbishop consecrated Dr Spottiswood at 
Drogheda in NoTenbec o£ Uk year IGSX %. 

Unfortunately for hia fiiture happiness, soon after bis appoint- 
ment to the see of dibber, the ^sfaoip see^s to have' been en- 
tangled in fruiwotions «bith. dub who afterwards proved of loosi^ 
principles, but of considerable activity and address. Among these 
Lord Balfour wts A cotupicuoMs- part io lK» foUowltig Memorial, 
and seems to have cretfed nmch isiany to Dr- Spottiswood^ ' Tliit

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JLcHrd Balfour was Sir James Balfour, second son of Sir James 
Balfour of Pittendreich and Mouquhannj, in the county of i^ife, 
one of King James's bvourites, and had served in the King's 
chamber at the same time with James Spottiswood *. Sir James 
Balfour first received grants of certain lands in Scotland, and af- 
terwards, in l6l9> waa created a peer of Ireland, by (he title of 
IfOrd Balfour of Cloatwlejrf, in the comity of Fermannagfa. 
After much iMistle and petty intrigue, he died at London in 
1634, and was buried at St Ame's, Blackfiyars, a4th of October 
of that year X- 

The early English settlers havit^ passed orer in great numbers 
to the destructtvB ciril wars in England during the struggles be- 
tween die Houses of York and Lancaster, the Irish fell upon the 
weakened colony in Ulster, uid massacred or drove out of die 
country those -who remained.' He natural fertili^ of Ulster 
and the adjoinii^ provinces, vllured a number of adventurers from 
the oppoHte coasts, particularly from Scotland, who again took 
possession and peopled the country. Of these adventurers Mr 
Robert Blair, in the Memoirs of his own Life, observes, that 
" the most pari wiere luch as either poverty, scandalous lives, or, 
at the best, adventiuers seeknig of better accommodation, had 
forced thither." That Jjotd Balfour and his associates belonged 
to fodiB one of these dtnes, there seons little doubt. Tltey had 
certaialy grants o€ part of the escheated huids, end were probably 
what, in King James's scheme, are termed Undntakers. 'Riat 
such a man as Balfour should be raised to the hoDours of the peer- 
age might surprise' ns, did We not know Kit^ James's ficility ; 
and we learn, from this wj Memorial, that a needy fAvobrite 
canied over la Ireland a blank patent of aoearldom in h^ pocket, 
t» be filled up with the nune of him who sboilk) bid the highest 
priceV

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The Manuscript rrotn which this Memorial ia prinled, is one 
of thote collected by my Grandfather, Lord Aucbmleck. From 
internal evidence, and the minute detail of private occurrenrea, I . 
am induced to ascribe it to the Bishop of Clogber himself. It 
is true ihat it is entitled a Memorial of his Life and Death, yet 
I am willing to believe that this sLyle may have been adopted, in the 
contemplation of the narrative being continued by another person. 
Iliat part of die MS. which I consider from Dr Spottiswood's own 
pen, closes with a picture of his domestic comfort, and tranquil 
preparation for dissolution ; the fragment which fallows is in a 
perfectly different hand, and at once enters upon the troubles in 
King Charles's reign, and the exertions of the Covenanters. Part 
of the manuscript, which may have contained the remaioder of 
the Bishop's life ia wantii^, but it may be gathered elsewhere, that 
the Bishop of Cl<^her, in the sevnty-seventh year of his age, in- 
timidated by tbe violence of the Independents and Papists, who 
were equally hostile to the Church of England, fled for safety to 
London in 1664, and dyit^ the same year, was buried near his bro- 
ther, the Archbishop of St Andrews. 

Dr James Spottiswood seems to have left no legacy to poaterity 
to mark him as a scholar or a man of genius. In Harris's edition 
of Sir James Ware's Antiquities, it is said that he was author of 
a treatise entitled Saint Patrick's Pui^atoryl Such a claim is not 
worthy of much discussion ; it was probably a translation of the 
Latin treatise published by Messingham. 

Of the fortunes of his fomily I know little. His daughter 
Mary, who is mentioned near the close of the narrative, was mar-' 
ried to Abraham Creighton, probably related to the Bisbop by the 
mother's side through the Creigfatons of Lugttxi ; and from that 
marriage is spnmg the Earl of Erne, in the county of Fermanna^. ' 
The Memorial has been p/inted with fidelity from the MS., and 
even the errors are retained to give confidence in its aodienticily.

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ABreefeMeuoriaxloftheLtfe and Death 

of Doctor James Spottiswood, Bishopp of Clogher 

in Ireland, and of the labyrinth of troubles he 

fell into in thatkingdome, and the manner 

of the unhappie accident brought 

such troubles uppon him. 

Hb was borne into this World uppon the searenth 
daye of September, uino dni. 1567, &t Calder, some 
e^te myles westward of Edinborowe : He was de< 
scended of Parents of good estimacion : His ffather a 
revoend man, Mr John Spottiswood, Superintendent 
of Lothian, Merce, Teviottdeale &c. in Scotland, & 
his Mother a grave Matron, of the bowse of Lugton, 
of thenameof Creighton, by Dalkeyth; He wasbredd 
up in his ffather's bowse under a Tutor, Mr William 
Strange, fflrst' minister of Kirkliston, & thence trans- 
lated to be Minister of Irwyu in the west ; & after 
his tayd Tutor was marryed* he was sent to Gram- 
mer Schoole in Edinborowe, and from thence to 
Linlitbco ; firom thence, scarce past twelve yeares 
of Age, he was sent to the Universitie of Glascow, 
where he profited above his Elders, & in August 
1589 He tooke the Degree of Maister of Arts : ffrom 
thence he was called home to Calder, & attended 
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his aged ffiither till tbe moneth of December 1^85, 
when his fiather departed this Lyfe, being about 77 
yeares of age : His fiatber, at his leavinge this Worlde* 
advysed bis Sonne James after bis Buriall, to Travaile 
to ffraunce, gave bim bis blessing solemlie, and tbe 
keye of a Deske, wherein be tould bim he should fynd 
meanes to beare his charges in bis iWvaile. But 
thoughe be was willing to followe his ffatbers advyse, 
yett a pention graunted unto him out of the Abbassie 
of Deere being revoked, He waited qn Court, still 
hopeinge for recompence, and to this purpose entred 
in tbe King's Service Anno 1588 ; and when the Kinge 
went in person to finde out his Queeoje Ann, He wasi 
in Anno ' 1589, . enrolled for, one should attend tb« 
kinge in his Journeye, Where he served as G^tlenaah 
Usher to bis Ma?^ When his UaP' returned to -Soot^ 
land he continueditt that sezvice, and didgrD^« dailie 
in favoure w^^his Mati^. Whilest he was tbqs. Attend- 
ing bis Service, and putt in especiall trust by his Ma*^ 
to keepe some Letters bis Ma^ was writeioge w"* his 
•wne hand to Queene Elizabethes and. some other [m- 
pen, The Earle Botbwdl, uppoo SvJobn daye, abmit 
Sight or Nyne of the clock at nighte, w* good numbora 
ofihia Complices, broke in at a back gate in t^e kings 
Pallace at Edinborowe, where he entred so quietlie 
(the most of the Servants being in sev<rall loorateat 
Supper), that he had surprised the kinge, ^tfspeotinge 
BO such thinge, had not James Spottiswood, fitting all 
alone, baird some noyse of Armed men, ao layerage up 
the papers and shuttinge tbe doores, advertised bis

Mft^ of the daunger. The sayd Earie and his follow- 
ers, by this disoorerie, were disappointed : Hib Ma*^ 
acknowledged the sayd James had done good Service ; 
and nowe was James in good hope to have a recom- 
pence for his peotion, and a greater rewarde. He 
Hi^p«d still ia this hope about the Court till the yeare 
1^98, when it pleased his Ma*** to send Embassadors 
to the kinge of Denmarke and the chiefe Princes of 
Gennanie, w*^ whome James Spottiswood was sent 
in nature of a Secretarie. After their returne from 
Gennanie, he was goeinge nowe and then to Court, till 
Queene Elizabeth departed this Worlde, and so kinge 
James proclaymed Kinge of England ; Then, most <^ 
all.the old serraunts being directed to Attend theire se- 
venll services, Jamea Spottiswood was comaiinded to 
staie with the Qweene and Attend her Ma*** as her AU 
mowr, w^ he did accordinglie all that Summer and bar- 
vesttime. Imediatlie after harvest, Queene Ann sent 
James w*^ Letters to Croyden to the Lo. Archb. of Can- 
tu^urie, where bis Grace tooke notice of his place, and 
shewed him that, accordii^ to the custome of Eng- 
lande, men employed in auche Services were suche as 
were enfed in fao)ye Orders : He shewed him further, 
^at he had taken especiall notice of him and his good 
afieccion to the Clergie of England, by some Speaches 
he had one daye at Hampton Court att Dinner w*^ 
Mr Gdlawaye ; That he had done both them and him- 
self right. So, after much discourse, advysed James to 
entet intoholye Orders, encouraging him, yf the Kinge 
or Qu^ne should &yle in piovidinge for him, he him- 
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self would not fayle, James Spottiswood takeinge the 
Offer of that most Reverend ffather in God, Arch* 
bysfaopp Whi^ift to be an outward callinge to that 
holye service he had long before had a desyer unto, he 
entred in holye Orders ; and so in the moneth of De- 
cember, thefirste yeare of the Kings Reignein England, 
by the Kinge and Queens meanes, he was beneficed 
in Norfolke at Welles iuxta mare. Hither he brought 
his Wyef and ffiunilie a little tyme after £aster fol- 
lowinge ; And aotwi^tandinge he had manie allure* 
ments to foUowe the Court, and promises of her 
Ma**" selfe, and her Vice Cfaamberlan the Lord Carew, 
to be provided to pluralitie of Benefices, and some 
dignitie in the Cburche, yett he preferred the attend- 
inge of his flocke to all the intysements was made him 
to wait on the Court: So continued attendinge hisCure 
till the yeare 1616, when he was p.swaded to accom- 
panie Doctor Young, newlie preferred to the Deanrie 
of Wiacheater, wfaoe was sent to visit and refcmiie the 
Universitie of S* Andrewes in Scotland : There bad byn 
discontinued the givinge of Degrees in the profession 
of Divinitie above 63 yeares, but nowe, by his Ma**" 
dereccion renued againe ; so, amongst divers, others, 
James Spottiswood had his Sermon ad clerum and an- 
other ad populum: kept the Acte and tooke the Degree 
of a Doctor ; so returned to England to his charge : 
Nowe so it came to passe, that about Chrisbnas 1 ^, 
a Scottishe Shippe of Kirkadye was cast awaie uppon 
the coast hard by the harbour of Welles, where Doc- 
tor Spottiswood, pittying hu distressed cuntrymen, 
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buiyed liieire dead and refreshed the Hvioge the best 
maner he could : Some parte of theire goods was cast in 
by the Sea the next Tyde, a parte whereof was gleuied 
out of the water by themselves ; Annotber parte was 
seazed uppon by S* Thomas Southwells Servants, who 
was by his place Yiceadmirall of that Coast, and al- 
leged the poore mens goods to be wracke. Thepoore 
men made theire moane to Doctor Spottiswood, who 
seeing he could not prevaile with Sir Thomas to ren- 
der the poore men theire goods, He tooke a Jouroeye 
to London to Court, and gott a commaundement from 
the Duke of Buckingham, cheife Admirall, to restore 
the poore men. Nowe, while he is attendinge this bu- 
siness The Bishopp of Meathe and Cither,- who was 
Agent for the Churche of Ireland at Court, He departed 
tUa Lyef : Heereuppon some of Doctor Spottiswoods 
old Acquaintance at Court, and namelie the Earle of 
Desmond, was earnest w*^ him to be a Suitor for the one 
of his Bishopricks. Doctor Spottiswood at ffirst slight- 
ed the motion tilt the sayd Earle ffirst, and then the 
former Bishopps ffriends and Servaunts encouraged him 
to move the kinge for it, perswadinge him the Rents 
thereof ^ere double that he found ; the Hereuppon 
Doctor Spottiswood wrote these fewe Lynes foUow- 
inge, and sent them to his Ma*^ by James Maxwell, 
then a Grroome of the Bedchamber, uid in fitvoure 
both w*^ bis Ma*'** self and the Duke of Buckingham, 
Wg^out whose especiall favour nothiuge past in Ireland 
in those dayes.

His Ma"^ bad no sooner read these Lynes, but he 
was (Jesirous to know the particular Doctor Spottia- 
wood aymed at, ' w* he no ■ sooner ■ understood by 
James Maxwell, b^t he prefeased -be reioyced and was 
well pleased tfaat'Doctor Spottiswood' was willing to 
accept of it : The Bewea ' that his Ma^ had preferred 
Doctor Spottifwpodi Famon of' Welles, loaBiibop- 
rick in Ireland, did flye to Norfolke before he<aiald 
retume home, wherwt^ his lovinge Parishioners was 
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Dothin^ghd, The Dootbr had bought, the Advowsen 
of TfeUfe^beriefioeiiiom the.Barlb of NorthamptoB^ and 
M CQtr^ated ^his lAafi^ for a Comendham,. and that he 
0Virgh(.m8kbiii9 best of.it, wf^ was graunted,:, But the 
D^anaofWinchestenseht to Cambridge in all hast for 
hi9 -Gonntriman -George Bamieye; and made such 
frieodea jthat be gott the griunt of Welles to Rfailiseye; 
tOi J)QatDr Spottiswood his great Losae. When the 
cj««t Qishoiqte of Clogher tiooke his leave of his Ma*'* 
to goei&ii Inland, the Kinge offered to grace him both 
tfi,be a priYle^CouBSfltory and to be ote of that com- 
Wtsaiob then was.desighed to goe over to viait dad re- 
foitneithe estaiuof Ireland': But he in rnddestile pre- 
teiuUed he ! waa. a Stettui^er to the. estate, and to the go- 
reniiiient,:.btinlblie. thanked his Ma*^ and vowed 
whoa be was a«^ii^nt w'^ the est&te, yf then his Ma"* 
thoughthim warthde of that honor, .he would doe the 
^Uktl^iilleAtSerricehewasahle; and so tooke hia Jpur-< 
neyeto Irel^diJ]& laired at Dublyn in Aprill 163U 
VeHcta. he recsaved a Jund ,welconte of Diyen his 
Countrimea and ould. Acquaintance, who w^ lyeng 
•t OiUilyn attendii^. their privat bushies ; But none 
nsde&yrer shciire. than. the. Lord Balfour, in re^ud 
they had byn fieUoire Senrantt in Kioge James Cham- 
ber. ' Soone after the Bisfaopp of Clogher his cominge 
to. Ireland, TUe Lord /Balfour, though an Auntient man 
of great, age, he wiia a suitor to the Lord Blaoe^n 
eId«tdaBghter,aiGirlectf ldyearesonld;atid thooghe 
the Lord Blaney was infonned that Balfour had a Ladye 
livinge still in Scotland, yet Balfour affirminge he waa 
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divorced from her, Frimat Hampton adviged the Lord 
Blaaey, who was doubtful! what he might doe, That 
there was no danger, and, for his better resotucion, 
went in p.soD to Castleblaney, and ioyned them bli- 
ther. The Portion the Lord Blaneye promised w*^ his 
daughter was, as he affirmed, no more but ISOO*^- and 
that Balfour would needes have SOOO named, promise- 
inge to give a discharge of the other 800 : But when 
the discharge was demaunded after the mamage cele- 
brat, w<^ was done on both sydes w*^ more hast than 
good speede, Balfour refused it ; quanelled w^ Ro. 
bert Blaney, who urged it ; alledgeinge that Robert 
had abused his wyef both before hia marriage w<f> her 
and after : The young Ladye heiselfe was brought to 
acknowledge no lease ; her fHends alledged shee was 
forced to confesse what her Lord pleased, or was be- 
witched ; complained tu the Lord Deputie and estftte 
of the abuse, and gott the young Ladye to be seques- 
trat from her hard ; whereuppon the Lord Balfouf 
Gomplayned to the Kinge ^at the estate was partiall 
w* the Lord Blaney, and bad a ccmmission sent fW>m 
England to examine the cause, and so c»tifie his. Ma"* 
of the truthe of all things. The Bishopp of Clogher was 
named amongst others one of the Commission's, w''* 
gave the Lord Balfour occasion to resort the more un- 
to the Bishopps howse. Nowe, mean while of this de- 
bate betwixt these Lords, wherein there was manie 
passages, &c. the Lord Balfour grewe scarce in 
moneye, made a heavie moane unto the BUhoppe, and 
borrowed fytst but a little, but, by d^rees, skrewed 
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himself in more and more ; and at last fyikdinge the 
Bishoppe to be wearie of lendinge, be offered the Bi- 
shoppe a Bai^ine he had of the Lx)rd Ridgewaye, who 
had mor^aged the Castle and Demeasnea of Agher to 
the Lord Balfour : This Agher was wO^in a mile and 
a half of Clogher. TheByshoppe then havinge no De- 
measnea nor Howse left him by his Predecessor, he 
hearkened to the baigaine, and bought it for SOO*!* . S' 
James Areskin by this tyme was come over to Ireland 
w*^ his Ma*^ Graunt for makeinge some Nobleman an 
Earie. He being of the Bishopps ould Acquaintance, 
Scboolefellowe in the Colledge of Glascoe, and fellowe 
servants at Court, he resorted often to the Bishoppa 
howse, craviDge the.Bishopps advyse for makeinge his 
best proffitt of the Kings sayd Graunt. The Hcmor 
was offered to manie vppon verie easie Tearmes ; But 
atlast Robert Barclay, Deane of Clogher, tooke in hand 
to make the bargaine betwixt the Lord Ridgewaye 
and S' James, vppon advantagious Conditions to S' 
James, and miiche more than ever he expected ; So 
the Deane drave the baigaine, V^ was this : That S* 
James Areskin' should have'the reversion of the Castle 
and Demeans of Agher, and 3500 Acres, lyraige adia^ 
cent to it, in possession, and S' James should assure 
him of the honor. This mean while, the Bishoppe of 
Clogher havinge but twoo children, and botbe mar- 
riageable, a Sonne and a Daughter, S' James Ares- 
kin, by the Lord Balfoures advise, made a motion for 
majriynge a Sonne of his, a Master of Art. to the Bi- 
shopps Daughter, uppon whome he would bestowe the 
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Lands of Agber : The Bishoppe, allthougbe he luld fair 
better matche* offered him, yet he was penwaded by 
the Deane, the Archdeacon, and manie other his 
couDthmen, to hearken to S^ James, whose estate then 
was not knowne to be latt so lowe an ebb. S' James 
then iMttught his Sotine to the Bishopps howse, and 
brought the younge Maide, by manie Golden prcMnises, 
to a foolishe paradise. There rested nothioge nowe 
but Drawinge a contract, and so Solemnize the Mar- 
rit^, w<* S' James hasted, ffor he longed to finger 
the Bishopps moneye : But when the Bishopps learned 
Councell was mett to putt the Contract in forme; S' 
James made newe propositions, so unreasonable and 
so forr from the first Communing, that the Bishoppe 
brake of the meetjnge, desyred his Daughter to es- 
trange herselfe from their companie, and requested 
S* James and bis Sonne to forbeare bis bowse. The 
hard jfolfour, informed of theseproceedings, he thouf^t 
it highe tyme to act his put ; so tooke occasiod to 
fipeake w^ the young people, assured them they would 
never have the Bishopps consent, who was nowe iullie 
Informed of S' James Areskins his decaied estate, and 
bis inabilitie to perfOrme what he bad prcHnised : He 
edvysed them therefore to goe on and make up die 
matche betweene themselves, wherew*^ the Bishoppe 
would be doubtles offended at first ; but that he was 
a kinde man, and they would gett his goodwill after- 
Ward, when he sawe they could not be parted. It was 
concluded by S' James and his three Sonnes, that this 
Councell should be foUowed ; So one daye when the 
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BJslu^pe had much companie dyaeinge w*^ him» 
uid the Bishopps wyef was atteadinge her only Sonne, 
who was perilously aick that same tjrme, tbeye bryb^ 
a Serving woman of the bowse to bring the Bishopps 
Daughter to the Streete, so entysed her to Sr James 
Areskibs Chamber, where the mairiage was made up 
by some Deboysed Minister. The Bishoppe litle sua? 
pected the Lord Balfour to have any hand in this bu- 
synes, who yet had a further fetch : ffbr, sooae aft^, 
seeing the Bishoppe much greived, he made a proiect 
to him howe to defeat S' James Areskin and hi^Sonnes 
of their evill intentions ; He discoursed to the Bi- 
shoppe of S' James Areskins porertte, and his inten- 
tion to make up his decayed estate by the Bishopps 
mcanes: He perceaveth yo' sonne, sayd he, to be nc* 
lie, and assureth himself to gett all you have in ende. 
But yf you will be advysed by me, (sayd he,) 1 wiU 
teache you howe to defeat them of dieire purpose, 
and howe to strengthen yo'self v*^ a better freindshippe 
in this kingdome. There is, sayd he, a mayde, a niece 
to the Viconntesse of Valencia, both wise and vertu- 
ous, and like to be a great match ; fibr my neighbor 
S' Stephen Butler (sayd he) vras offered to have ] dOOi^ 
w*^ her, and greater matters in hope ; I wilt fynde the 
waye, (sayd he,) to make S* Stephen leave of the Suite ; 
If yo' Sonne, then, can compasse the Maydes good> 
will, you male make up a feyre estate for yo" Sonne, 
let yo* daughter drincke as shee hath brewed. The Bu 
shoppe replyed, that he had allreadye consented to ann- 
other motion made unto him by & St^hen Butler 
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himself for his brothers daughter, a beautiful! Gentle- 
woman, and well bredd, w*^ whome he offered Securitie 
for 19dO>i>- portion ; The Lord Balfour replyed, that 
that gentlewoman had confeased to himKlf shee 
Was handfast before sbee came out of England, and 
that S' Stephen made this Offer onlie to hinder the 
match, aad so renue his ould suite : So never toolce 
rest till he made up the match betweene the Bishopps 
Sonne and the Ladye Valencia her Neice. Nowe had 
the Lord Balfour matched both the Bishopps Chil- 
dren, in no good intention to him nor Them neithn. 
The Bishoppe had countenaunced him in bis Troubles, 
lent him moneye, given him the Patronage of Dnim- 
mulie, and done him suche Offices that he assured him- 
selfe he would be ashamed to be ingrat. Sed memoria 
prtBteritontm benefieionan ingrati$ est oneri. The 
XiOrd Balfour BOQne after fell to open enmitie w^^.the 
Bishoppe, because the Bishoppe would . not consent to 
a .wicked designe he bad in hand. Thus it was z. In 
the plantation of the Escheated Counties in Vlster, 
his.Ma*^ bad an especiall care to have the Clei^ie well 
provided for, and a ffiee Grammar Schoole erected in 
everye Countye, So in ffermannagh there were Lands 
layd out for the Schoole of that Countye woorthe 940l'^ 
per annum. . These Lands laye environed w*^ the Lord 
BalfouTs lands, and his Eyes were sett uppon them to 
Bwallowe them. To this effect be first obtained a Lettne 
from the Kinge to Translate the Schoole from theCoun- 
tye Towne of Inniskilling to bis owne village ; Second- 
lye, he made his CbapUn Jefferye Middletoune and 
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Schoolem*; to p«titioD to the kinge to have the sayd 
Schoolelandes inffeefarme. It was allmost incredible 
that such a protect should bin effected, yet he had 
allcDOSt brought it to passe upon this coloure : Jefferye 
pretended to the Kinge that a]l the Neighbours about 
did dailye incroache on the Schooleands ; that the onlye 
waye to preserve them, was to have them lett in See 
forme to one who would suffer do more such doeings, 
should build a Schoolehouse, and be aunsweareable to 
prosecute his .Ma**^ pious intentions. This Jefferies 
peUtion was referred to the Lord Archebishoppe of Can- 
turt>urie ta<iDake certificat what was to be done there- 
in. Jefferye being, admitted to his Graces presence, 
he Acted his part cunninglie ; ffor being asked by the 
Archbishc^pe, If there were anye in the Cittie did 
knowe the estate of the Schoolelands, He would not 
be.known&to be the Lord Balfours Chaphn, yet did 
commend the Lord Balfour for his zeale both tb 
Churcfae and Commonwealth. He did shewe his Grace 
that he. was buildinge a Churche in his owne Towne, 
had gott a warrant from the Kinge to keepe the Schoole 
allso, and would be loath that any should swallowe 
or encroche uppon the sayd landes, and was nowe w^ 
the Kinge at Court. Thus did Jefferye grace his Lord* 
knowinge his Lord would doe as muche againe for him. 
The Archbishoppe suspectinge no-iraude, hedesyred 
the Lord Balfour should resort to him and informe 
liim of the tnieestate of Jefferyes petition. The Lord 
Balfour was not slowe to come ; who acted his part 
BO well allso, that the Archbishoppe gave waye to Jet 
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fereyes petition : bo was the kings Lettres brought orer 
to Ireland for passinge a Patent to Jeflerye Middle- 
toune and his heires of the Schoolelandes in ffennan- 
nagb, for payment of ffiftie powndes per annum to the 
schoolm** succeedinge. The Bishoppe of Clf^her har- 
inge Intelligence that such a Lettre was past in England 
and brought over to Ireland, He hasted to Dublin* 
and shewed the Lord Deputie that both his Ma"* and 
the Archebishoppe of Canturburie were abused and 
misiDfonned, and therefore humblye desyred bo patent 
might passe uppon that letter. Whereuppon some 
Btaye was made for a while ; but in sad Balfour, 
by brybeinge the Ladye fifolkland, he had a promise. to 
have the benefitt of the Kings letter. So one daye, 
tbinkioge himselfe cocksure, he insulted over the Bi- 
shoppe, and told him, thoughe he had done his worst, 
yet bis patent should passe spite of his teeth. The 
Bishoppe, fearinge it should passe, asked leave of the 
Lord Deputie to goe for England, and to staye so long 
till he understood the Kings pleasure. This being 
graunted, Balfout prevented the Bishoppe, and was 
first in England, where he shewed the Archbishoppe 
that ^e Bishoppe of ClOgher had ciossed bis order, 
had uttered disdainfull wordes in publique place of 
his Grace, and was cominge over to England to passe 
a patent to himself of the Schoole lands. W**' these and 
the like suggestions and calumnies, did he intense the 
Archbishoppe against the Bishoppe of Cl(^her, inso> 
much as the Bishoppe comminge to salute his Grace 
(as he was wont), the Artibbishoppe refused to speak 
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with him. The Lord Balfour he invebted divers bther 
coac«tes to make the Bishoppe of Clogher odious to 
his ffireiods at Court ; aod to terrifie him, he counter- 
feited tetters as written from his wellwillers, advyse- 
iage him to reconcile himselfe to the Lord Balfour, 
whoe would otherwise ubdoe him. Some of theSe 
Lettres he let dropp ia the Kings Court, others he sent 
by Porters to the Bishopps Lodgeinge, who lodged at 
that tyme neere S' Paules Churche. Amongst other 
Sclaunders invented against the Bisbopp, he accused 
him to theLadye Valencia, (then resydinge at London,) 
that he had cousiiled her Nfeice of her Joyncture ; that 
ht had putt S' JameS Areskin in possession of the 
Castle abd Demeasnes of Agher : Again, that he kept 
M' Archibald Areskin in his bowse of purpose to vexe 
her Neice. The Ladye Valencia charged the Bishopp 
w^ these points, WheKof he cleered himself sufficient- 
ly. So one day both the Bishopp and Balfour meeting 
at her Lodgeinge, shee told them shee perceived some 
grudge and hartburainge betwixte them, and desyred 
to knowe the cause. The Bishopp answeared that the 
Lord Balfour had invented manie sclaunders aod calum- 
nies to disgrace him ; but that hu Inoocencie would 
beare him owt gainst all bis calumnies, and that his 
counterfeite Lettrs and lyes could not make him desist 
to doe what belonged to his place. Balfour thinking 
the woorde lyes Was a sufficient ground to swagger, 
He did oflEbr vyolence to thti Bishopp. The Bishopp 
(dyrecting his speache to the Ladye,) he tolde her he 
thought bw lodgeinge and her presence had byn a 
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Sajictuarie, and that bis. Coate should have protected 
him any where from blowes : The wrong; was done to 
her more than him, &c. But while shee was about to 
pacific them both, Balfour made a second Assault,- 
wherebye the Bisfaoppe was fibrced, in bis owne de- 
fence, to lay hold on him, and after once or twice goe- 
inge about, the Bisbopp threw him on his backe-in the 
cheimneye, at the noyse whereof the ladies servants 
came up and parted them. The Bisho[^ would have 
complayned to the Kingeofthe Abuse, but was perswad'. 
ed by the sayd Ladye to forbeare ; Her- Lord allso, 
w*'' the Earl of Arundall, laboured to reconcile them.- 
The Bisbopp gave the Lords bumble thanks, and as-' 
sured them they should fynde himself subject to theire 
advyses and all reasoun, but wf^, that he would not 
betraye the Trust was putt in hym, touchinge the 
Scbooleofffermannagh,aDdthebuildiageoftheChurche 
of Aghenlurker, ffor w<^ Balfour had receaved ffifteen' 
hundred pownds. These Lords (it is to be supposed)- 
did their best to make them freiods. But Balfbur was 
too Bubtill for them all : ffor whereas it was ordered,' 
by the Lords, that Balfour should, in the bearinge of 
some of the Bishopps ffreinds, acknowledge he bad 
wronged the Bisbopp of Clogher, and that he should 
render the Bisbopp some bondsand writeings w<^ was 
abeadie satisfied, and performe divers otherconditi^sv 
and so the Bisbopp should take back a bond of ar 
bundreth pounds be had asftigoed to the Lord BaUburi 
£which] wasdue to the Bishopp from Sir Williaid Irwin, 
and paye so much moneye himself when they niatt in 
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Irelwd. The Bishopp had no sooner left Court but 
Balfour drei^e a decrete arbitrall as pleased himself, and 
gott these twoo Lords to putt to theire hands and 
scales, orderinge the Bishopp to doe what everwas before 
mencioned. But what was to be petformed by the Lord 
Balfour foTgott and omitted. Balfourcame no sooner to 
Ireland, but he putt this wise aibitrall Decree in sute. in 
the Cbauncerie, and the Bishopp putt in annother crosse 
bill against him for his writeinga. These doeings en- 
creased the het^tbuminge betweene them, ««*• Balfour 
expressed in . all publique meeteings by uncivil) and 
disdainful! behaviour. The Bishopp he contemned 
his incivilitie, neither was he muche moved w*^ a com- 
bination made against him between Balfour and S' Wil- 
liam Cole, beguno and ffirst motioned by Baron 
lioatber in his circuitt, and after confirmed by a 
druncken Health at Belturbutt, whereof the Bishopp 
was certified by S' Stephen Butler. In this meaae 
Qrme there was one S' John. Wishard, somtyme 
Lord of Pittarro in Scotland, who bavinge ccmsumed 
his estate there, b^^ some escheated Landes in the 
CounQr of fiennuinagb, and was possessed of 94 Towoes 
or Tates of the Bishopp of Clt^hers lands, next adia> 
cent to the Temporal! Landes, ffor w<=* be was to paye 
the Bi^opp 36i<*- per annum. The Bishopp of Clc^her 
sent to him manye tymes for his Rent, But he did not 
onlye deferr to paye it, but returned the Bisbopps 
Messenger w*^ a disdaiDfull and uncivil Letter. The 
Bisbopps servants cominge to Ae luiowle^ge of the 
contents of Tbu Letter, desyred tlie Bishopp to give 
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them leave and they would take a distresse for his 
Rent ; So, by his direction,' they went to his dwelling 
place at Clantiverin, and brought awaie 16 poore 
beastes. Cowed and heyfers. prised at Myne pounds. 
S' John tooke this ie great souffe, and, by Balfoura 
advyse, tooke out from the Sheriff of the Countye a 
Writt of Replevin to fetche back the goofls uppon se- 
curitie. There was no fbrmalitie kept in takeinge out 
the writt, nor in the execution tliereof^ and & John 
Wishard scorned to redeeine his goods ; the BiishoppB 
Bailye therefore sold the Cattell. Balfour beareinge of 
these proceedings, was' gladd to fynd so fytt' occasion 
for his purpose ; He sent therefore for S' John Wish- 
ard and S' John Wimbes, his sonne in Uwe, who by 
his meanes bad byn Highe Sheriff T woo yeaies Toge- 
ther; So perawaded the Sheriff to graunt S' John a 
Writt of Withernam, to take as much of the BiiJhoppii 
goods as the Bishopps servants had taken of his. ' It 
was done accordinglie. So the fiishopp being it Dub- 
lyn, called up for his Ma"** service, sixe or sebv^ of 
Balfours, and S' John Wimbes, and S" Johh Wishards 
servants came to Portora, the Bishopps dwelling place, 
by Inniskilling, and drave awaie betweehe 40'& JO 
EogUshe Cowes, worthe three pownds a piece, 'w^ 
Cowes belonged to S' Henrye Spottiswtiodj the fii- 
shopps Sonne. S^ Henryes servants and some of the 
Bishopps servants that were left at home, itifonued 
heereof, they tbltowed the Cattell, and overtaking 
them at the Bridge of Inniskiliiajg, wheD'Hi^'wduld 
not sbewe theire 'warivnt for takeiiig - away -die Cat- 
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tejl, they rescued them ; and when one of & John 
Wishards seryaats was too fforwarde to offer vyolence, 
They gave him a title ^nock on the head ; But the 
Terie.next daye after came S* John Wimbes, highe 
Sheriff, w^ 30or40of BalfouisTeDauDtsaod eervants, 
and did drive awaye all the goods about the Bishoppa 
howte, and .thougbe there was good suretie offered 
him that the goods should be. foorthcomiuge, and the 
Bishopp should auosweare what could be iustlye de- 
maunded of him, yet the Sheriff would not render 
Thiee &yre Stood Mares and theire Coltea : They 
nfere so lovelye beasts He tooke them awaye w* 
hym. The Bishopp is advertised of this ryot as be is 
coming home, and the Archdeacon of Clt^ber in his 
companie. He requested the Archdeacon therefore 
to goe along w^ him to Lissenskea, where the Sheriff 
dwelt, there to perswade him and S' John Wishard 
to doe him reason, and restore him his goods. The 
Archdeacon did so, spake w*^ them, and putt the Bi- 
^opp in hope of a good Accorde the next daye ; But 
|he same night Balfour came home from the other syde 
of the Lougheam, uid altered theire resolutions. So 
diey.8eiit<Hie Captaine Ramseye to the Bishopp the 
nexte mornioge, shewing him. They would meete him 
some other tyme, at some indifferent place, when Bal- 
four should goe up to Dublyn ; but till then they could 
doe nothinge. Heereuppon the Bishopp sent one of bis 
servants back to Dublyn to take advyse what was best 
to be done; The messenger returned w*^ Aunsweare, 
that the Bishopps best course was to bringe all the 
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Ryoters to auDsweare it id the Stairchamber, and to 
take out a Writt of Withemam to the Coronera of the 
CouDty fco* recovering his goods fnna the Sheriff. 
Scarce was this Writt brought downe, when the highe 
Sheriffand Captayne Raroseye advertised thereof^ made 
the ArchdeacoD writt to the Bishopp, that yf he would 
meete them at Clunishe or Newtowne in fl«nnanagb, 
they would offer him all reason. The Bishopp was 
well pleased therew*^, and appointed a daye to meete 
them at Newtowne, whither S' John Wimbes came, 
the Archdeacon and Captaine Ramseye a Htle belwe 
the Bishopp. Sr John Wimbes hearinge the Bishopp 
was alighted of his horse at the Doore where he was, 
he hasted him out, and mett the Bishopp in the verie 
entrie wt>>out any wordes ; but the Bishopp saluted 
him, adding these wordes, That he little thou^t S' 
John, of all men, woulde have byn of CounceU to doe 
him wronge. S'' John aunsweared never a worde ; 
But the Archdeacon and Captaine Ramseye welcomftd 
him to theTowne. The Bishopp told them the 4^yei 
was short, and he was to goe on to Cavan that night ; 
desyred therefore to knowe what was resolved uppon 
by the late Sheriff and S' John Wishard for repaireiag 
his wrongs. Captaine Ramseye aunsweared perem- 
torilie, They had done nothinge but what they could 
well aunsweare. Whereunto the Bishopp replied, then 
this meetinge is in vwoe, ffor I expected (sayd he) 
my Mares and Coltes, and a yeares Rent that S' John 
Wishard is in arearea. But after much Discourse, The 
Bishopp could neither heare of noe moneye nor resti- 
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tution, 80 tooke ht» leave aDd weot oa to Dublyo, 
Whitber-the- Archdeacon wa» allso prepared to goe. 
The Archdeactm seemed to be mucb greived tbat his 
paines vras to [bo] smalle a purpose ; aod both by the waie 
and as they satt at Table in Dublyo, he miaistred still 
occasioD' to the Bishopp of Discourse, what power- 
Sheriff had in theire Couotyes, and what advantage 
they had of them would contend w*^ them. The Bi- 
shopp not suspecting his Drift, nor dreaminge of that 
fell out afterward^ He spake fireelye according to his 
Custom, alledgeinge that the Highe Sheriff might be 
resisted yf he were doeing wrong, and not executinge 
his OSyc& ; ffor himself, he would respect the meanest 
of his bailyes in executing his Of^ce, But it should cost 
him SOCfi*- but he would be repaired of the wronge he' 
had done him 1^ S' John Wimbes, the Sheriff of ffer- 
■lanni^h. These- wordes was atier construed in the- 
worst sence. The fyrst parte f>f the Bisbopps speache 
was much insisted uppon, and so were his last words ;- 
but the other never mentioned nor remembred by the' 
Archdeacon- nor Captaine Ramsey to be witnesse against 
the Bishopp, after the unhappie Accident fell out w^ 
foUoweth. The Bishopp, soone after he retured home- 
from Dublyn^ where he was sent for w*^ the rest of 
the Bishopps of the Kingdome by the Deputie ffalke- 
land, at his retume he found one of the Coroners of 
the County, one Layton, at his bowse, sent for to exe- 
cute the Write of Withernam. The Coroner pretended- 
excuses for- his owne goeinge, but appointed Deputies, 
who, accompanied w*^ stnne of the Bishof^ Bervf^unts^ 
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went to LtsBenskea, the Lord Balibur's Towoe, vheie 
they found three or fower of S' Johp Wimhes hones, 
w<^ they brought awaye, and prized thranat Inaiskil- 
Ijnge. Some Twoo Dayes after the S** of December, 
The Biahopp3 servants went. out ^;aine, some fiyre in 
number, totak-e a Distresse for S' John Wisharda R^it, 
who, as they -were passing by the Lord Balfours 
Towne* perceaved' the Loud Batfours stood of Mares to 
be pasturinge^on the Bishopps land, ffor w*''' Balfour 
refused -u^ipaie Rent ; They resolved^ tha%fore, to goe 
no further, so severed: a parte of the ' stood,. aqd drore 
diem towards Innmkillin^, aqd were gone neere seavoi 
myles from the place . before S' John Wimbes & above 
Threescore of the Lord Balfours Tenauuts and servanta 
overtooke them. S^ J<din inceaaed w*** the ind^oitie 
he th<>ughte done him so latelie, He w'Nnit asy.woords, 
at the veiie fyrat, thrust William Galbrietfa jbhrougb 
the ahowlder w*!* a pyke, Then.twoo or three, of his 
Companie gave him diven other woundes. .Humphiye 
Galbrieth seeing his. Brother m, this case, he called to 
S' John to forbeafle> and he should have all content, to 
whome S' John aunsweared, as the Bishoppa servants af- 
firmed, Devill have my Souieyf wee partsp^whereuppon 
Humphrye grasl«d w*'' S*^ John i and while they were 
wrestlinge in a dirtye Bc^, one Davyd BaUbur wound- 
ed Humphrye in divers places. Humphrye layeing 
his accompt his Brother iwias killed and himself could 
not escape, Hetooke hould ofa long Skeaue was about 
S' John Wtmbes, and therew"' did give him a deadlie 
wound ; So they parted ; ffor S* Johns Companie ga- 
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tbered all about S' John himself, and pursued the Bi- 
shopps servantB do further. The Bishopps men had 
loBt muche blood, and were all sore wounded, so had 
mache adoe to gett home. They did not acquaint the 
Bishopp w*^'that''ffas done, neither did <he suspect 
tiiat unhappie accident till S' William Cole came to 
Pbrtoray and aiffinned that S' John was deadlie hart, 
tmdth^refore required tbeBishopp Co enter in aRecc^ 
liisaunice of a Thowsadd Fowndes to make his servants 
SbortbcomiDge at the best 'Assises ; The Bisbopp 
neither beleevdd - it to be so, nor would agree to enter 
RecognisauBce.- If my' nien,'(sayd he,} have done 
Winttheyioannott aunsweare, there you have them, 
Doe 'What you thinake good; But it were- as fitt, 
^akyd he,) to prease the Lord Balfour, and them accom- 
panied S^^ 'John Wimbes, to enter in bonds to auu- 
-siweare the killing of these niy servants, who (you' see) 
ar^ souninge and Dyenge. S*' William replyed. It were 
grtet criieltie to mfierhis servants to be carryed to the 
Oaele, Uiai case' th«)r were io ; neither can I carrie 
Aem'to the Gable (sayd S* WiUiam) for feare they; be 
murtheied by tfae'waye : fibr aU this, whatsoeverbe 
jiretended, orany other perswasionshis Wyef,.Children, 
ot'servants did use, The Bish^pp was. constant in his 
-refidsaH, till' they came upon him v^ a newe inven- 
.tioh t Tb^^edf^ed that Thomas Wallase sent.worde 
ttbat Batfbur,'w*k all! bis'power, was cominge, would 
tffyre the bowse, and tidt«tfa«m out by ffopce. Sit Wil- 
liam Cole' tooke' the 'hint of this invention, so directing 
jite Speech to the Bitfbbpp, My' Lord (sayd be) ^er&is 
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like more hurt to be done, and you cannott cleere 
yo'self thereof, yf, by refuseinge to be suretie for yo' 
men, you give the occasion. The Bishopp was thus 
overcome, and the rather, because the wounded men 
protested and sware they would never depart the howse 
wtN>ut the Bishopps licence. To prevent further mjs- 
cbeiffthen, he-entred Recognizaunce in a 1000'''rfor 
-his Servants apparance at the next Asaisea. Wherew"! 
& William Cole not contented, he u^ed M' Archibald 
Areskin, the Bishopps sonne in lawe, to enter Recog- 
nizaunce of ^•OO"*- to this same effect, wbereunto he was 
easilie entreated. The next daye being the Sabbaothf 
one Sarieant Griffin came to Portora, and informed 
the Bishopp that S' John Wimbes was yet.alyva, 
whereof the Bishopp was verie ioyfuU, yet he sent a 
Messenger of his owne of puipose to gett more oer- 
tentie of everie thing had happened. This Mes- 
senger at his returne, shewed that S* John Wimbes 
-dyed the daye before, or ever he went out of the feild: 
That the other Coronor, Clinton Mauad, had called a 
Jurie, and they had found S' John Wimbes to be nuir- 
tfaered by the Bishopps servants. So soone as the Bi- 
shopp was informed hereof, he sent a Messenger to 
the Lord Deputie, of purpose to inform^ him of the 
truthe of this unhappie accident. But not thincking 
that sufficient, he hasted up to Dublyo himself. When 
he came thither, the LorI Deputie revised to apeake 
w*^. him, Discharged to waif e up^n him to Churche, or 
to' come neare him while he were sent for. In the 
meane tyme, some who had relation to the Lord Deputie 
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resorted to the Bishopp, useinge many arguments to 
terrific him ; But when they perceaved he was confi- 
dent, and trusted to his Innocencie, Then tbeye tould 
him, wero he never so innocent, his Bishopprick 
and Thovsand Povrndes per annum would spoyle 
all ; prisdium tuum teperdidit aed. Hannagh, whome 
ffalkland had made Clarke oi the Councell ; about the 
same tyme came Malcolme Hammilton, Archbishopp 
of Cashell, to the Bisbopp of Cl(^her, and told him he 
had a message to ^im from S' James Areskin ; name- 
lie, that S^ James perceived him to have strong and 
mightie adversaryep, and that he would have use both 
of ffreindes and mooeye ;■ that, howsoever there had 
byn Jealousies andbartburniogs betweeue them of late. 
He would forgett all that was past, and nowe prove a 
true fireind in neede, w*^ S' James was desirous to ex- 
presae himself yf he were assured to have a meeteinge. 
The Bishopf of Clogher desyred him to render S' 
James thancks, aasuted him of a kinde welcome, never 
suspecting any other drift but th«t this ffreindshippe 
offered pcocecdedof a geneHMis mynde ; But after three 
w foore dayes. The Archbishopp came t^ine and 
tould the Bishopp of Cl<^faer, thatyf he thought' to 
make ose of S' James Areskin's ffretndshipp, he be- 
hocved to make S' James a Righte to the Castle and 
Demeasnesef Agher. <j The Bishopp aunsweared, that 
all the Right was in S' Heaiye Spottiswx>od, his Sooiie, 
whomei'he neithef>could nor would wrong. S' James 
Areskin perceavinge he spedd not by his fyrst inven- 
tiont He todLo a quite coBtrane counei'to said a 
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Messenger to the Bishopp of Clogher, makeinge it 
knowne that S' John Wimbes, who was kilde, was his 
hearer kinseman thao he had thought uppon at ffint. 
Discharged ffreiodshippe therefore w"* the Bishopp, 
and assured him he would helpe to revenge S*" John 
his Deathe. And heerein he was as good as his woord ; 
ffor where ever he came, or in what companie soever, 
he spake bardlye of the Bishopp and his cause ; gave 
out that the Bishopp would surelie perisbe, as he just- 
lie deserved. So, in retuminge home* sent for his 
Goshipp Harrye Laslye, then Curat at Tradagh, after 
Deane of Dowoe, and at last Bishopp, perswaded him 
to bast to Court, and begg the Bishoppiick of Clogher, 
w** he assured him would be voyde. 

Some ffewe dayes after came the Lord Balfour and 
his Daughter, S' John Wimbes hia wydowe, to Dublyn 
w* a greate Trayne. Tbeye went the next daye to 
the Castle with great solemnitie, were admitted at 
ffirst to the Deputies presence, and the next daye after 
was a Councell called of purpose. Then did the 
Ladye Wimbes petition the Bishopp might be commit* 
ted to the Castle, and gott S' William Reeves, the 
Kings Attumey, to drawe her petition, who verie 
cunninglie couched divers aiguments to proove the Bi- 
shopp to be accessarie, or rather the contriver of S' John 
Wimbes deathe. The cheife arguments be used was, 
that die Bishoppe sent out his men armed, at theire 
return commended them for their valoure, was scene 
to reioce at Uie newea of the slaughter, Held S' Wil- 
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liam Cole, a Justice of Peace, at his gate when he 
came to apprehead his servaQts, refused to deliver 
them to him, and so conveyed them awaye that they 
should not bewrayehim, who was indeede the Author 
of all the mischeefe. The Bishopp was then sent for 
by a Pursivant, and the petition read in bis hearinge, 
and the accusation much agravated by the Kings At- 
turney. The Biahopp b^ann to aunsweare the accu- 
sation by woord of mouthe, but the I^ord Chauncellor 
interupted him, and desyred him to put in his aun- 
sweare in writeinge the next Councell daye. The Bi- 
shopp did accordinglie ; yett, after be had putt in his 
aunsweare, there was some debait at Councell Table* 
ID his owne hearinge, whether he should be committed- 
or not. The Lord Deputie urged it much ; But the 
most part of the Councell resolved to heare more preg- 
nant proofe; that an accusation was not sufficient: so 
he was not committed. fPurthenncve, it was ordered by 
the Lorde Deputie and Councell, that the Bishoppt 
should enter into newe bondes to bringe up his ser-- 
vants to Dublyn so soone as they were recovered of 
' tbeire woundes, that so they might receave tbeire Try- 
all in £aster Tearme thereafter, and that his Bonds 
entred to S' William Cote for his servants apparance 
at the next Assises should be cancelled. In obedience 
to w*^ order, the Bishopp went to the Lord Cheife 
Justice of the Kings Benche, entred new bonds w*** 
more suerties, in the summe of IdOQii*- to bringe up 
his servants to Dublyn, and gott the Lord Cheife 
Justice letter to S' William .Cole, makeinge men- 
tion of the Councells order, and dischargeinge him 
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to returoe the fyrst Recogaizaunce to the Judges' 
of the next circuitt ; to w<^ effect he would allso send 
a certiorie to remove the cause, either at or before the 
next Assisaes. The Btahopp bavinge payd for his Cer- 
tiorarie, and fulfilled the Lord Deputie and Couucells 
order, :he went to take his leave of the Lorde Deputje ; 
But the Lord Deputie refused him till he found suertie 
for keepeinge the Peace. Yett havinge doae this 
allso, he was denyed leave to depart the Towne 
till the Holydayes w»e past. In the meane tyme, a 
Commission was sent to S* William Cole to examine 
the Bishopps serrants uppm Interrogatories ; Who 
sent for them to bis owne Howse, andezamined them 
uppon oathe ' toucheinge the Interrogatories sent 
him. This' was done w%>ut the Bishopps knowlet^Ci 
and it is like yf anye colour could byn bad by tfaeire 
Ezaminacions to bringe the Bishopp in^ he should not: 
bave gone home in bast. What the Deposicims was 
returned, and nomateriall thlnge found in them, t^e 
Bishopp had leave to goe borne ; But before he return- 
ed, -bis servants, for whome he had entred Bonds, were 
gone sundrie wayes, contrarie to theire promise. Theye 
were terrified at all hands, and Balfoure used tdl Ihs 
cunninge to make them runne, pn^essinge openlye,- 
be was sure they could not escafKyf they appered. 
It was: the Bishopps lyfe and his estate be aymed at» 
and that he cared not so muche for takeinge a Re-. 
venge of Raacalls. The Bishopps servants was allso 
Jealous of theire Lord, that, at his retume, be would 
make them &8t, and provide for his. owne suretie. 
Theye concluded, tho^fore, th^ would never be. .all 
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tc^ither in his howse, assuringe themselves he would 
never send one or twoo to the Gaole for feare of skar- 
ring the rest, seeing'e the absence of anye one of them 
forleitt his bonds. The Bishopp then suspected sucbe 
a matter before he came from Dubtyn, and therefore 
would wjliinglye [have] taken suche a coune as might 
have quieted the adverse partie ; but the Archbishopp 
of Casheil returned him aunsweare, there was no coin- 
posinge or'accomodatinge the business ; ffor Balfour had 
swome to him, that all the Bishopp was woortbe should 
not save his Lyef. The Bishopp therefore resolved to 
present his men to Justice, but found it impossible 
otherwyse then byfayre meanes. He used, therefore, 
all&yre'meaoes, and the best arguments he could to 
perswade them to make them goe up togitber to Dub- 
lyn ; But perceivinge dailyetnore and' more theire un- 
williflgnes, he foresawe his owne Daunger, that h6 
must needes fibrieitt his Bonds, ffor even tbeye of his 
owne howse pittied his servatints, and wished them 
to escape w*^at anye care of Trouble might ensue 
to the Bishopp. Thus perplexed in mynde what ' 
course to take,- He thought it his 'best to write to the 
Cheefe Judges, The Lord cheife Justice, and the Lord 
cheife Barron of the E-xcheaquor,' to move the Depu- 
te in his behalf to take some- course to bringe tip his 
servants, w<* he pnceived himself was not able to doe.* 
The Messenger [who] was sent w*** these Lettres was 
one Norman Lindesey, Parson of Derribroske, who 
had instniccions to request the Lords to keepe theire 
Lettres secreate,, and to bringe back the aunsweare; 
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But he returned WQ^out any kynd of auDsweare, and 
the Bishopps Lettre tooke to the Lord Cheife Justice 
was shewed by one Butler, his seiTant, to James Gal- 
braitb, who presentlie wrote to his Brothers to be up- 
pon theire keepeinge. Hereuppon the Bisbopp hast- 
ed to Dublyn himself^ assured (as he supposed) to 
have the Lord Deputies best heipe to bringe up his 
servants wheresoever they could be had ; But the 
L^rd Deputie shewed him that he had looge agoe sent 
his Warrant to the Sheriff of ffermannagh, S' John 
Dunbarr, to goe to the Bishopps house, and com- 
maund the Bishopp to Deliver him his servants, and 
yf he refused, to take the power of the County w* 
him, and take them out by force. The Bishopp tould 
his Lordshipp he had haird of no suche warrant ; That 
this served but to skarr them and undoe him. The 
Lord Deputie replyed, that he had sent his warrant to 
the Sheriff sixe dayes agoe, and uowe there was no 
other remedie but hast home and take the Sheriffs helpe. 
The Bishopp was infonned that there was men lyein^ 
in waite for him as he should retume to kill nim, yett 
he made no staie, but rode night and daye till he 
came home. The Jealousie encreased everye daye 
betwixte the Bishopp & his servants ; and the Bi- 
shopp expected everie hower the Sheriff of fferman- 
nagh his cominge ; But when he had stayed at home 
^ seaveoight and haird nothinge from him. He sent 
to one M** Barbour, Parson of the Parrishe, to aske 
him whether he had receaved any suche warrant as the 
Deputie had tould him of; The Sheriff aunsweared 
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he had haird nothinge thereof. Then did the Bishopp 
apprehend howe the busiaes would be handled : That 
the warrant was in the Lord Balfoura hand, and he 
would choose a tyme for the execution thereof, as 
the Bishopps servants should not be founde ; but ooe- 
)ye skarred and affrighted ; and so it fell %ut. The Bi- 
shopp being at Clogher, Theye in Portora were warn- 
ed the daye before the Sheriffs cominge to absent theire 
selves. By this tyme the Judges were come downe 
to Inniskilling, namelye, the Lord Angeira, Maister 
of the Rolles, and one M* Philpott. The Bishopp 
addressed himself the next mominge to attend them, 
But the Ladye Wimbes was w*'' them before him. 
The Judges spent manie bowers in hearinge her com- 
plaints and exclamacions, whereia shee was the more 
passionate, beii^e incensed by one George Hume of 
Korthbanwicke, his foolishe and indiscreete speeches, 
who urged her to take some composition from the 
Bishopps servants, in regard she was left in so poore 
an estate, w^ut maintenaunce. These unhappie 
speeches, uttered by one came in companie w^ the 
Bishopp, incensed the Ladye and offended all parties, 
and principallie the Judges, who cominge abroade^ 
shewed all disrespect to the Bishopp they could de- 
vyse, advyseinge him allso by S' William Cole, in 
whose bowse they lodged, to forbeare to sitt w* 
them on the Benche. The Bishopp tooke no notice 
of theire disrespects, but as they were rydeinge to the 
Judgement place, asked them yf it were not theire plea- 
sure to beginne w*** divyoe service 1 They professing 
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themselves to be i ndifferent, The Bishopp alightyed and 
guyded them to the place where one M' Hatton, Curat 
of Clogher, and Schoolero^ to S*^ WiUiam Stewarts Cbil- 
drenn, a man of a reasonable good guift in pulpitt, was 
appointed to be Preacher that daye ; but he was ad- 
vised to aba^t himself, as he did. WhereuppoD 
the Bishopp intreated the Parson, Mr Slack, to sup- 
plie the place, and when he excused himself, he re- 
quested the Archdeacon to the same purpose* and 
when he was refused at all hands, he went up to the 
Pulpitt himself, takeinge for his texte theT'^.veise <^ 
the 33^ of Exodus, w<^ thoughe he handled, but in.th« 
these, confirminge his Doctrine, fyrste by Scripture, 
then by some of the Auntient ffathera, as well C^eeke 
as Latin, and, last, of all alledged Lawes^ both forraine 
and Municipall, to his purpose, yett the Judges wece 
not pleased wf> his Sermon, insomuche as Judge An-- 
giers tould the Lord Deputie that the Bishopp preach> 
ed his owne matter ; & Phjlpott, who gave. the Jurye 
the charge, desired all them that were at devyne set- 
rice not to be moved w* what theye bairde delivered 
there. The Judges and tbe Higfae Sheriff and under- 
sheriff used all theire skill to have such a Jurye cho- 
sen as would fynde S' John Wimbes slaughter .to- be 
m.urtber, and Jiad theire desire accordiuglye. Then 
was the Bishopp called uppon to bringe. foorthe.the 
bodyes of his servants,, for whome he had sntred Re- 
c<^ni8ance. S' William Cole bad warrant enough not 
to produce the Recc^nisaunces, liavinge.both.the,.Act 
of Councell, and the GheiCe. Justice L^tse .&r cancek 
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ling tbe bonds, and was tould so muche by J udge Angiera 
(as Aogiers affirmed afterward), yett he would needes 
flbewe them, and so the cheife Justice CerticNrie not seat 
accordinge to promise. The Bishopp and his sonoe 
Areakins Bonds, in ffifteene bundrethe pownds werefor> 
feitted. The qext daye after the Assises ended, S* 
Harry Spottiswood oame over from England w"* his 
Ma** Lettres forbiddinge anye Inditemeot or prosecu- 
tion of the Bishopp himself till suche and suche Com- 
missioners, whereof Nyne were ioyned w^ the Lord 
Depude, theye should fynde there were vyolent pre- 
sumptions or pr^nant pjoofes that the Bishopp was ac- 
cessarie to S' John Wimbes Deathe. These Commis- 
sioners mett Divers Tymes, and manie accusations 
wcfe brought against the Bishopp before tbem, and 
suche Witnesses as the Advenarie thought would 
serre his turoe, but the Commissioners found more 
malice both in the Accusers and Witnesses then anye 
matter to proove the Bishopp any waye guiltie. The 
Bishopp resolved all this while that nothinge could cleare 
kis cause more then the brii^pi^ up his servants to 
Dublyn, To w<^ purpose he did write to them by his 
Sonne in lawe M' Archibald Areskin : That he had 
receaved good newes from England, whereof he would 
be gladd to have thev partakers. Uppon the receipt c^ 
w^ Letter Humphrie Gialbnetb and his Brother Wil- 
Uan, and William Cockburae came to the Bishopp's 
hawse to Portora, where the Bishopp was verie ear- 
nest w*^ the^t to send for the r^t that were absent, 
ud wraUd come home by theire perswaaion. Hum- 
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phrie Galbrieth he auDsweared, That theye were not so 
simple but they perceived the Bishopp'a drift, that' 
whea he had gott them all togither, he would deliver 
them to the Sheriff, to w<* Treacherie he protested .he 
would not be an instrument. It is enougbe (sayd he) 
that wee three aie fallen into the anare, Thcmghe wee 
betraye no more. The. Bishopp replyed, that the 
tyme was nowe approacheinge when he must needes 
brioge them all up to Dublyn, Otherwise he.was.as- 
sured by the Lord Angiers that bothe his Recogni- 
saunces, taken fyrst by S' WilKam Cole, and then ac- 
knowledged. to the Lord Cheife Justice, bothe of them 
would be forfeitt, w*, if there were do more but paye- 
inge 3000'^' were enoughe to spoyle his Estate : But 
yett this was not all, that it would be heavier uppon 
him then all this:. That his servants shunninge theke 
Tryall. would spoyle both theire owne cause and his. 
He desyred them therefore. to pittie his estate, and to 
remember theire solemne oathe, never to forsake him 
when he entred Bonds for them, and, for theire secu- 
ritie, he .tould them he had the resolution of the best 
Lawyers in the kingdome, that no understandinge 
Jurye could ever (all circumstances considered) fynde 
S' John Wimbe's Deatbe to be any other then Mtm- 
slaughter at the woorst. But no argummts the Bishopp 
could use could perswade them eyther to send for 
theire ffellowes, or to goe up to Dublyn themselves ; 
yea, they grewe the longer the more. obstinate. and. pe- 
remptorie in theire speeches.. Wbereuppon the. Bi- 
shopp resolved to send for the Sheriff and deliver them 
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to hinii' and, in the meane tyme, tooke from them 
tfaeire -weapons, and sett keepers orer them. - The 
Sheriff, S' John Dunban, he came, but w"* no intent 
neither to take them of the Bishopps hands nor to 
pleasure the Bishopp, but of purpose to mocke the Bi- 
shopp, and make them fflye. When the Bishopp per- 
ceaved the- Sheriffs double dealinge, He plyed bis ser- 
vants nowe in his keepinge, and used all perswasions 
to encoun^e them. to goe up willinglie to Dublyn, 
w^ would grace and countenaoce theire . cause ; But 
it would fall out otherwise yf they went up by com- 
pulsion. Theye seemed to be perswaded at last, and 
sayd they must doe so nowe since they could doe no 
better, thpughe they expected . better dealeinge, and 
that the Bishopp would not have urged them so farr 
till they had haird from theire Brother James Gralbrieth* 
who was gone to £ngland to Court, to trye what he 
could doe for them. The Bishopp suspected theire 
consent to be but counterfeitt; desyred, therefore, his 
Sonne & Hairye Spottiswood to take heed to himself, 
and commaunded alt the rest of the servants to be up- 
pon their guard, and appointed Watchemen'w''>in the 
howse and wi^ut. They tooke. all. well in hand, yett 
the Bishopp was ever fearefull, and so fretted w'^'io 
himself, fiill of care and greife he could not rest. He 
called therefore for lightj and begann to putt on his 
cloathes, when one of the servants who laye w'Njut 
the gates came knockinge, and tould that the wyndowe 
towards the Garden, where the prisoners laye, was 
open, and a loi^ Rope banginge out at it. The Bi- 
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shopp instantlie apprehended they were gone, broke 
up the chamber doore, w<^ they had made &st v^ia, 
and seeinge them gooe and a paper in the end of the 
Rope, He redd the Letter, which was this as foUoweth : 
17- Marche 16S6. Right Reverend and my verie 
good Lord, it is not unknowne to the most of the 
Cuntrye what grosse wrongs and ^uses (I will aaye 
no worse), suche as some would have byn ashamed to 
have (^ered tbeire Enemyes, wee, yo* unfortunate 
servants, have byn forced to pack up and suppresse, 
since thismiserable accident, onelye bycause wee would 
not stayne o' aixe yeares service w*^ the least colour of 
a disloyal! thought towards o' master. My Lord, you 
knowe weeare not ignorant howe yo' Lordshipp pretend* 
ing y' endeavours were employed for c good, did, by 
yo* Letters, entreate both the cheife Justice and the 
cheife Baron, to procure from the Lord Deputy a war- 
rant uDto the Sheriff for or restraint^ w<*, bycause it 
came more slowlye then you desyred, you did make a 
Journey to Dublyn of purpose to hasten it, ffor so the 
effect doth proove in that havinge obtained, or know- 
inge it was obtained before, you stated not above 
Twoo or Three bowers in Dublyn thereafter. Yf this 
were &yre dealeinge gainst yo* owne servants, who 
never accompted theire owne lyves to deare for you, 
Lett God and the World Judge ; and yett all this could 
never made us forsake yo' Lordshipp yf you bad gone 
no further ; but nowe that yo' Lndshipp hath gone so 
groBslie to worke, as that all the Cuntrye hath taken 
notice ; that on Tuesdaye last you concluded w<^ the 
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Sheriff to drawe us all togither, and thea to give him 
notice, whereiD you have not byo wantinge, ffor had 
M' Areskin come here w*^ the rest uppon Thursdaye 
at night, on ffiydaye wee should have byn the She- 
riffes Prysonere, ffor w<* purpose you sent yof man 
Abraham awaie in the nighte unto him, and he ac- 
cordioglie came betymesin the moroinge. Remember 
wi^l, I prayeyo' Lordshipp, twoo things: ffirst, what 
a &yre pretence you made for goeinge to the Sheriff on 
Tuesdaye, and allso for bis cominge against us uppon 
firydaye, when you thought wee hod been strauugers 
to yo' proceedings ; Secondly, howe insolentlie you 
did use us when you did see yo' plott crossed by rea- 
son of o' not beinge togeather. Thomas Williams never 
insulted more over his poore prysoners than yo' Lord- 
shipp over us, neither did he ever in baser maner use his 
then yo' Lordshipp us. And all these thiogs the world 
thinkethe you doe, bycause you would be di8cha]^;ed 
of yo* Bonds, after w<*, yf yo' lonoceQcie beare us not 
out f^inst the Tyrannic of o^ Adversaries, you would 
scarce redeeme us sixe w*^ size pence, and for this 
purpose you determined to send us up in base maner 
to Dublyn by the Sheriff, wherein you tender not o' 
creditt ; yet excuse us, we must respect o' owne good, 
and therefore bave resolved to be o' owne keepers till 
the tyme of o* Apparaunce, When I swere (yf I be 
alyve) wee shall all be present, yf, in the meane tyme, 
yo' Lordshipp doe yo' parte, and followe the busines aa 
you should doe ; But yf otherwise you spend yo* tyme 
inseekinge of us» It will not onlyebe in vainct bycause

you can never fynd us, but, w^ll, it will make us of 
purpose to abseot o'selves to requite thereby yo^ 
wretchedness. If, therefore, you love yo'setf (as I 
kaowe you doe, better than all the worlde besyde) fol- 
lowe yo' busines and leave the pursute of us, w**, yf 
you doe, I vowe before God, that not onlye those who 
are w^ me, but even the rest shall be present at the 
daye ; ffbr so muche I dare undertake for them where^ 
soever they are. Thus I humblye take my leave, and 
restethyo' Lordshipps feythfuU servant, — Hcmphkie 
Galbbieth. The Insolencie of this Letter, . tc^ither 
w"> his owne danger, made the Bishopp take all coursef 
his witt could devyse, howe to bringe them backe to 
theire Tryall. To w<* effecte he posted many Lettres 
to fireinds and fibes, to the Sheriff, to the Marshall 
Captaine Atkinson, to S' Danniell Leygh, to Cap- 
tune John Leygh, to S' James Areskin, to Balfour 
himself. He sent allso Searchers tosearche the Towne 
of InniskilUnge ; and thoughe it wasSabbaothe Daye^ 
he posted to Kilskerrie himself, and there dealt w* 
one John ffoster. Agent for the Lord ffoUiot, to lye 
in waite for these men, and to brioge them backe, of- 
feringe him 90"^ in reward. He sent his Sonne S* 
Hanye Spottiawood allso to gett Lettres firom the Lord 
Deputie to belaye all the Ports of the kingdome. He 
himself wrote to the Bishopp of Derrie, and to the 
TiscouDts Clandeboys- and Ardes to stale them yf 
they came in theire Bounds; But all w^ laboure io 
vayne. '. S» James Areskin did. his best endeavor, but 
more for grudge he bare Humphrie Galbrietb than 
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lore to the Bishopp. But Balfour triumphed io this 
the Bisbopps disaster, and tould the Messenger, yf he 
thought they were gone Eastwarde he would seeke 
them westward. The Bishopp bqodb after, when he 
perceared there was smalle hope of fiadinge his men, 
he tooke his Journeye to Dublyn. Here he was per- 
swaded to- give awaye to some who should m^iate 
w*^ the Lord Deputie for a Pardon to his servants yf 
they should come in and be cast. There was choice 
made of S' Thomas Carie, w*^ whome it was -agreed, 
that yf'the Bishopps servants should come in (as it 
was thoughte they would uppon his Letter) he should 
have an faundreth pownds for bis goodwill, and the De- 
putie, yf theye were condemned, should have a Thow- 
saad for s pardon. S' Thomas Caries Letter was sent 
to this end to the Northe, where, the BisboppB servants 
Lurked among theire fireinds, togither wt>> other Let- 
ters from some other theire- ffreinds in Dublyn, and, a- 
mongst others, M' Archibald Areskin and the Bi- 
sbopps Daughter in lawe, the Ladye Spottiswoodi 
wrote unto them,- assuringe them they mighte appeare 
w^ut danger, but whether theye resolved to come up 
or not, required them to send back S* Thomas Caries 
Letter, w^ they were to keepe that should disburse 
the money. This letter was returned - enclosed w*>^d 
his .mens Letter, sent back to Mr Areskin, and they 
themselves resolved once to come up, and were come up 
as.farras Tradagh, till theye met w^ S' John Cunning- 
ham, who tould them (as was alleadged) that he haird 
of M' Boyle, the Lord Valencia hit Chaplen, that the 
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BUttopp had vowed never to kaowe tbeoi, fian* lesse to 
be at more charge for them, whereiippon theye weat 
back. All this while the Deputie apd state were jea- 
loua that the Bishoppe had shifted awaie hia servants, 
V^ Balfour still urged, thoughe he was perswaded 
otherwyse in his conscience. Nowe Easter Tearme 
was beguon, And the Lord Balfoure laboured by all 
meapes to gett the Bishopps Recognisaunces Estreat- 
ed. The Bisliopp, on the other syde, petitioned that 
his ffirst recognisaunce to S' William Cole should not 
be estreated in regard of the CouncelU order above 
written ; But the Lord Angeira hastned the Estreat- 
tinge of the ffirst Rec<^nisaunce, and was of the Coun^ 
cell to hasten awaie the Ladye Wimbea to Cour^ 
in England, to begg the fforfeitt from the kioge. 
The Bishopp of Clogher informed heereof, that his 
ffirst {lec(^isance was estreated against all lawe and 
equitie ; that the sayd Ladye was prepareinge her 
for her Joumeye, and that the Lord Angiers ami 
his Boune S' Harrye Holcroft had pnuected tq d&^ 
vyde his ^poyll amongst them, He wrote over to 
Epgland to hi^ wniie S* Harrye Spottiswoqd to stopp 
such courses, and to shene his Ma<r the Iniustioe 
was done bim beerein. The liord Balfour atlao 
WTOte a letter about the saiDe tyme t» his Daughter 
in ^e^e woords, {ic. The Coppie of this Lettre was 
brought the Bishopp by George Annaod, Schoolem^ 
of Balfour's Towne, murtheced afterwards by ene M* 
WtiitU^^e. 
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Tbe coppie of a Letter written by the Lord Bal- 
foiir from Oublyn to his Daughter the Ladye 
Wimbes, who was at Londpo or Court. 

Daughter, — ^The eyes of all meo are uppon you, 
and the Busioes you have in baud, wherein o* God 
grauat you good succease. There was some aa sharpe 
•ighted as Eagles, that are nowe become as blinde 
as Moallea ; ffor since S' James Areslcio's moneye 
came in. There is a busye Ladye lettetb bribes flye, 
and this cannott otherwyae but blinde the eyes of Jus- 
tice. You maye addresse yo'selfe to S' Henrye Hol- 
croft, who is bound to me in manie respects. 

If o' proofes fiayle and be narrowlye sifted, wee 
oiaye gett a smarting falowe ; use all yo' ereditt, tfacre- 
fqre, to gett some of the Commissioners changed, you 
knowe whome. Delyver my Letter written to the 
kinge to Davyd Ramsey, who will present it to hia 
Ma^, and give my Lord of Cantert>ucye my Letter 
out of ytf owne baud. Lett me knowe yf Burley and 
the Lard of Wimbes be as forward as they promysed. 
I heare the Bishopp is much comforted by his sonne 
Sf Henrye Spottiswood bis tetume ; But tboughe bu- 
sines doe not succeed at the fyrst as you desyre, be 
not dismaide, I keepe my best Gunnes till the last, 
and will make him and his singe a dririe Dirige before 
I have done. 

i have stf t my rest alltogither uppon this businea, 
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4ind thougfae it maye coste me deare, yett I hope to 
bringe the Bishopp and all bis to utter niine, and then, 
whether Ritche or poore, wee shall hare cODtent, w<^ 
is the greatest Riches. 

The Lord Deputie and the Chauncellour are sure 
myne, and yf you doe (as I have had experience of 
yo* actions heeretofore), and as you can and maye doe 
there, I will not be behinde in doeinge my uttermost 
beere, and tikus prayeinge God to blesse you in this 
ytf busynes, I reet,

In the meane tyme one James Carmichill, a Carver 
to the kinge, he begged the fibrfeitt of the Bisbopps 
Recc^izaunce, and past a Fattent thereof under the 
great scale of £ngland. This Patent of James Car- 
michill's was brought over to Dublyn in the B^n- 
ninge of Trinitie Teanne by one William Carmichill, 
James bis Agent, The benefytt of the Patent was of- 
fered to the Biahopp for readie moneye, otherwyse he 
was threatned the Agent would sell it to the Lord Bal- 
four. The Bishopp tookehim toadvyse w^ faisCoun- 
cell, was bold allso w"' the Lord Deputye to aske his 
opinion what was fittest for him to doe. He was 
wyshed by the Lord Deputye to pawse a litle till he 
himeelfe was resolved of the kinges pleasure; but other 
the Bisbopps ffreindes advysed him to compound w^^

the PateDtee, ffor feare he should fall into bis Enemyes 
haods. The Bishopp he followed this last advyse. In 
the meane tyme he sought reducement of the fiyrst £s- 
treate ; But Balfour opposed it vi^ all his creditt, and 
made it impossible to be effected, as thus : One Baron 
Loather, a Punye Baron of the Exchequor, was one 
of ffower behooved to consent to all ReducementSj in 
r^arde the Lord Chauncellor was gone for England. 
This man was (^noxious to the Lord Balfour, and 
Balfour gott his ffaythfuU promise never to consent to 
a Reducement. The Bishopp on the other ptwte dealt 
w*^ Baron Loather, and shewed bim the equitie of his 
Demaund for reduction of the first Reci^izaunce es- 
treated. Baron Loather he aunsweared. That he and 
his Brothers had byn reasoning t<^ither of that busi- 
D^ amongst themselves, and that they did all a^pree 
there was neither equitie nor conscience to take the 
fforfeitt of bothe Recognizaunces, yea, that it should 
be against the kings Honor, and a discreditt to the 
State, who mighte be iuatlye charged to have cheated 
the Bishopp, yf the rigour of bothe Bonds were taken. 
But this (sayd the Baron) I would advyse you (my 
Lord) as a ffreind, yf you wold have yo' reducement 
expedited and quicklye done. Then make ail the haste 
you can to have the second Recognizaunce estreated 
as well as the ffiist, ffor wee have concluded not to re- 
duce the ffirst till the second be estreated. This he 
spake cunninglye knoweinge what course the Ladye 
Wimbes was on in England. The Bishopp suspect- 
inge noe deceit followed his councell, hut when the 
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second Recognizance was estreated* and the Bishopp 
sought reduction of the ffirst. Thoughe all the mem- 
bers of the Exchequor, and tbe king's learned Coun- 
eell too, thought it fitt there should be a reduceraent 
of the ffirst ; Yett Baron Loather would in do wyse 
consent, but exctaymed against the Murtherers of S' 
John -Wimbes, aggravated the heynousnes thereof by 
the unworthines of the Actors, a sorte (as he called 
them) of base and contemptible rascalU ; and conclud- 
ed bis discourse w^ a flatt negative that be would 
never consent to anye reducement, ffor it was fitt the 
Bishopp of Clogber should paye the whole 9000'^ for 
sufferinge his men to escape. Thus did the Baron in- 
sult when he thought he had gott the Bishopp in the 
snare. The Bishopp nowe had noe remedie but to 
make use of his Transaction w"^ the Patentie M' C^- 
mighill. He pleaded the Patent therefore in the Court 
of Exchequor ; Gott S' William Rives* the Kings 
Attumeye to acknowledge a Judgement. So the K- 
shopp and bis Sonne Areskin, w"' theire Suerties, were 
discharged, and bad theire Quietus ett out of the Ex> 
chequor. The Bishopp he basted the extractioge this 
Decree, bycause be receaved advertisments daye by 
daye that the Ladye Wimbes had gott a graunt of the 
kinge of the fibrfeyture of botbe the Recf^izaunces ; 
neither was these rumors w>^ut ground, fibr the verie 
next daye after the Bishopp had got his Quiettu out 
of the Exchequor, by the sayd Ladyes procurement* 
The Kinge wrote to the Deputie and Councell to this 
effect : That whereas S' John Wimbes his slaughter 
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was found by the grand Inquest of the Cuntrie to be 
murther and Treason, and that his Wydowe did ac- 
cuse the fiisbopp of Cl<^her to be accessarie thereto, 
in regard he had protected his servants against the 
course of Justice; that he did harbour them in his 
hawse, and suffered them to goe at large; Had allso 
Disobeyed the Deputies warrant when he was oom- 
maunded to produce his servants ; Had allso w^toode 
the Sheriff, . who had aucthoritie firom the Lwd Depu- 
tie to searche his howse. In end, after he had hidd 
them a longe tyme, at last voluntarilie be suffered 
them to escape, by all v^ reasons the Ladye Wimbes 
charged die Bishopp to be accessarie to her hus- 
bands Deathe. The Lorde Deputie therefore was 
commannded to give present (xdet for legal! proceed- 
inge against all the Offenders, as well the Accessaries 
as the Actors, notw*^tandinge of anye fibrmer Letter 
to the contrarie ; againe, that the Bishopp and others 
had entred in severall Recc^oizaunces for the appar- 
ance of his servants, ffirst at the Assises of the countye, 
and after for bringinge them up to the Castle of Dub- 
lyn ; f^ne, sent his sonne S' Henrye Spottiswood 
to Englande, and there, by James Cannichell his Ma*'" 
servaunt, had procured a graunte t^ the fforfeiture of 
these bonds forasmalle composition. His Ma*" there- 
fore required that present order should be given to his 
Attumey generall of that kingdome for resuminge of 
this graunt made to James Carmichell, and that the 
Lord Deputie should staye the execution there(^, and 
yf James Carmichell should surrender his graunt, ib 
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that caite, the Kinge declared his pleasure that James 
Carmichell should content hiniself w* 600^'- and the 
Ladye Wimbes and her asaignes should have what re* 
mained. Immediatlie uppoD the receipt of this Letter, 
the Lord Deputie sent for the King's Atturney and the 
. Lord Cheife Baron of the Exchequor, and desired 
them to take a course to see the King's desyre fulfil- 
led ; But theye shewed his Lordshippe, that in r^ard 
of the Judgement given before this Letter came, and 
that the Bishopp had payde his moneye bona fide 
before, uppoo the warrant of the great seale of Ei^land, 
that aowe it was done, there was no helpe. When 
ihe Lord Deputie perceaved bis Ma^i** Letter could 
Dot be satisfied for the Recognizauncea, He laboured 
nexte howe he might give Balfour content in the other 
pointes of the Letter ; Called the Bishopp therefore, 
and tould him he would proceede no more in examin- 
inge witnes accordinge to the commission above writ- 
ten, and whereas he had graunted him a lycence be> 
fore, to goe for Englande, nowe he countermaunded 
it. The Lord Deputie at this tyme was yet more 
incensed against the Bishopp uppon a newe acci- 
dent. Thus it was : S' Thomas Caries Lettre to the 
^ishopps servants, and the answer returned to this 
letter, sent back to M' Areskin, was delivered unto the 
Lord Balfour. Balfour thereuppon he quarrelled w*'' 
the Lord Deputie, that he should keepe corespondencie 
w^ the murtherers of a King^s Sheriff, and putt them 
j(i hope of a pardon ; and when the Lrad Deputie de- 
nied h^ had consented to anye suche matter. He shew- 
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ed him S^ Thomas Caries Letter to the Bishopp's ser- 
vants, wberebye the Lord Deputie grewe more bitter 
then ever before against the Bishopp. Howe this 
Letter came to the Lord Balfour's hands, the Bishopp 
could never leame the certentie. The Lord Balfour 
gave it out that ArchibfUde Areskin, the Bishopps 
Sonne in law, drinckinge in a Taveme (as usuallye he 
did) w'^ S' John Wishard and Captaine Raoiseye, 
when he was in drincke he shewed them the Letter 
and theye tooke it from him. He himself would ne- 
ver acknowledge so muche. But that he lost it negle-- 
gentlye; and it might well be so : ffbr anuother tyme 
M' I^bert Boyle, the Lord Valenciaes Chaplaine, in 
that same Taveme found a Letter of S' John Wish- 
ards was to be sent to Dublyn to Captaine Ramseye, 
w*', in regard it touched the Bishopp's busines in 
some sorte, and that S^ John Wishards disposition 
(who was a cheife author of the Bishopps trouble) 
mue be coniectured at on the other part : It is heere 
inserted and followetb : 

The Coppie of a letter written by S* John Wish, 
ard to James Ramsey, commonlye called Cap- 
taine Ramseye. 

Noble Comerad, If I should have written to the 
Lord Clanawley, It had been but Labour invaine, 
and my Letter should have byn unaunsweared and 
unregarded ; ffor neither at the Ladye Wimbes downe- 
cominge, nor at the retume of suche as did accompanie 
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his Ladye, nor at any time since hia goeinge to Dub- 
lyn, Hatb be remembered me w*^ oae lyne (notw*''- 
Btaodinge tbat be had Tyed me from my owne occar 
sions to attend in a maner bis pleasure), one onelye 
Letter excepted, w** he wrote unto me from the Car 
van, squared, as it seemed to me, out of the subtill 
invention of bis minions, and my cold freind at Bal- 
turbett ; ffor by it, bis Loidsbipp did uppon a sodaine 
make a revolution of all o' resolutiooB at partinge. 
Comerade, The Truetb is, that my Lord did urge my 
over goeiuge into England, and to tbat effiact did pro. 
pound ether the liftioge of 100*^ whereof 1 should 
have borne my share,' howsoever things h>d fallen 
out, or else the adventuringe to goe w*^ dO**** w** be 
did assure me It behopved himself and S* Thomas 
Roper to bestowe uppon some man for prosecutinge 
of a busynes of theires w"* the Earl of Anandaill, w*^ 
I might have followed, t(^tber w^ the othf r btisynes. 
Nowe, Syr, to be plaine w*^ you, my cooceat was, that 
my Lord, out of his love to me, kaowinge how^ ne- 
cessarie it was for me to be in England, as allso howe 
fytt an Agent I could have byn at Court in bis busy- 
nes betwixt him and the Bishopp, did alltQgither in- 
tend to foUowe that course for'my utilitie; But, Syr, 
as things have fallen out, I doubt I was mistaken, ffor 
it seemetb that S* 5t^phen Butler, uppon conference 
w"* my Lord, hath disswaded him from furtheringe 
my goeinge into England, being desyerous (as I knowe 
he is) to take all the advantages of me w*^ h^ can, and 
knowinge that w»>out I goe myselfe, things required 
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of my Wyef can hardlye be performed ; ffor the se- 
condinge of w*^ opinion of myne^ my Lord Balfour 
hathe never to this hower sbewen unto me, or sent un- 
to me his Awarde & S' William Coles. And for the 
mana^einge of c other busynes w*^ the Bishopp, he 
hath sent John Moigan, who can doe as muche good 
at Court, or anye where else, w*>> those to whome my 
Lord hath written, as my horse can doe, for causes 
knowne to me. But, Syr, let it please you (yf you be 
perswaded that the Cuntrye lyethe in sayeing that my 
Lord & the Bishopp doe understand one another in 
this busyness too well) to offer to my Lorde, that yf 
he willbe as yett contented to lend me 60 or d(^ 
I will w*^ all haste goe over, and yf I shall not more 
vexe the Bishopp then anye other that shall goe, Then, 
shall I beare the burthen of the best parte of the 
moneye. If none of those can prevaile, Then let my 
Lord doe the honoure to me as to give his woord for 
what is oweinge me at c Lodgeinge, and let Michael! 
be sent unto me at what tyme I shall expect you, and 
I shall disingage my Lord of his word to M''* Ofe- 
rell w*^ all expedition. All these things I remitt to 
yof discretion, desyeringe to heare from you of all oc- 
currances ; but, above all, to hasten yo'self hither w"* 
all conveniencie to this place, w**, togither w"* yo' 
wholle acquaintaunce, & manye others more, dothe 
moume for yo* absence exceedinglye. If Michaell 
cannott for causes et cetera be dispatched, Yett at the. 
least let the Ni^ he hath be sent home f^ine w*^ my 
newe Cloathes and whole bagga^ w"* this Bearer, and 
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yfneedebelet this ]itle Na^ remaiDe id his place; 
If otherwise, let all come togither. I dare not saye 
any thinge confidentlie ; but I hope, w'^'in a fewe 
weekes, to make a shift that you and I shall see Eng- 
land, thoughe poorlye ; £for helpinge whereof, be ear- 
nest to bringe out the Lord Clanawleyis 60 or 6C^\ 
Then wee shall be riche enoughe. Excuse the rather 
cockaland then Letter from him who caretbe not howe 
disformall his penn's expression be to you, to whome 
he is a most faithfiill serrant.

Let none see this Letter but yo^elfe ; 
salute from me the Ladye Clanawley, M** 
Weston, Mistris Offerell & M' Offerell, 
the Tapsters Wyef, €t cetera, but not 
Marie Williamsoune. 

It is allmost Incredible what Indignities were of- 
fered the fiishopp at this tyme, some by supposed 
fireindes, to whome the Bishopp had byn a great Be- 
nefactor, some by his Tenauotes, some by Servants 
and Neighboures, Who thought he was brought so 
lowe Hee could never ryie againe. His Adversaryes 
insulted over him, and his best ffreinds looked on. 
The Adversaryes were so countenaunced by most of 
them in aucthoritie, that he b^;aD to feare his inno- 
cencie should be oppressed. He betooke himself 
therefore to his onlye lefiige, the God of all comfort. 
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who Derer fonaketh tbem who call uppon him in 
tnithe. About the beginoinge of Harvest, the Bi- 
shopp was informed that the Ladye Wimbes was return-' 
ed out of England w"> a newe Letter, differinge title 
in effect from the fformer ; and sbone after he was 
advertised that a Writt was come downe to the Sheriff 
of fferroannagh out of the King's Benche, commaund- 
inge him to brtnge up a Jurye of sufficient men to 
serve the Kinge in his cheife place the second daye of 
the next Teanne. The Ladye Wimbes seconded this 
writt w**! her owne Letter to the Sheriff, requestinge 
his &Toure in sununonioge them who should be Ju- 
rors, wherein neither Highe Sheriflb nor Under Sherifis 
were wantinge to her. The daye did drawe on apace 
that the Jurors were to appeare at Dublyn. And the 
Bishopp had several advices given him by suche as 
professed themselves to be his ffreindes. Some, and 
none of the meanest, councelled him to take his waye 
to the Kinge, and tbere to hegg Justice, and a more 
indifferent hearinge. Others thought this a dange- 
rous course, and might preiudge his cause, the Kinge 
being sinisterlye possessed of his proceedings ; But 
he himselfe would no wyse hearken to tbem that 
perswaded him to depart the Cuntrye, partlye in 
regard of bis first promyse made to the Lord Depu- 
tye and Councell that he would not depart the Coun- 
trye, partly in regard of his promise, and partlye to 
avoyde the sclaunder w^ the shunninge of his Triall 
might hringe w") it. Reiectinge then all Ihoae mo- 
tions, he resolved patientlye to abyde the worst, and 
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to Stale at Clogher till he haird further of the Adver- 
saries proceedings at Dublyn. The daye appointed 
for the Jurye of ffermannagb their apparaace at the 
King's Benche, was the Sixte of November; but tbey 
were not swome, nor had their charge given them till 
the ffifteentbe daye ; for some of them sickned & 
dyed by the waye ; one that was verie forward to doe 
the Lord Balfour servyce, was stabbed in an Alehowse 
in Dublyn, and the Bishopp's Adversaryes made no 
hast, but tooke tyme to woorke uppon the Jurye. The 
Jurors were most parte Yeomen, some Brittishe, some 
Irisbe, some papists, some protestants, not above three 
or ffower of them knowne to the Bishopp, or anye fol- 
lowed him, but had eyther Relation to the Lord Bal- 
four or to the Archedeacoot and were obnoxious to 
them ; Att last 13 of those were sworae. Then be- 
gann the King's Atturaey, w*'' open mouthe to prease 
the Accusation, and for proofe thereof brought foorthe 
the Testimonies of those Witnesses were examined of 
before by the Lord Deputye and the Nyne Commis- 
sioners. Some of these Witnesses were so partiall w*^ 
Balfour, and so malitious against the Bishopp, and 
theire testimonies so disagreeinge one w"* annother, 
that the Commissioners gave no creditt to them, were 
sealed up, and the Bishopp assured there should no 
use be made of them till his witnesses were examined 
allso, yett these Testimonies were oowe produced in 
Judgement, were urged & aggravat by the King's 
learned councell, to the Bishopps disgrace and no 
small disadvantage to his cause, . But God, who hathe 
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the haites of all men in his dispiosition, did so direct 
both.Juf^es and Jurors that they weighed tbeeri' 
deuces, coosidered the qualities of the Witnessea, ex- 
amined all circumstances, and canvased the Accusa- 
tion f^aine & againe : Then, after Twoo dayes con- 
sultation, returned tbeire verdit Ignoramus. This 
was the Lords doeinge, who, as the Lord Primat up* 
poa the heareioge thereof uttered, Corvos delutit 
hiantes. The Bishopp rendered humble thanks unto 
God, who had so mightilie disappointed his Adver- 
saryes. They, on the other part, who thought they 
had made all cocksure, n^ed and rayled both against 
Judges and Jurors, and petitioned to the Lord Depu- 
tie to have them all punished. Some who had sent 
over theire Agent to Court to begg and bribe for 
the Biahopprick, hung their heads. £ven they who 
all the while had done the fiishopp the worst offycea, 
came to him, and would have perswaded him that by 
theire meanes the Jurye was possessed of the Trueth. 
Baron Loather, for all this, was still the same man. 
He dealt w"" one Josepth Walter to doe Balfour 
good servyce ; But when he agreed w"* the rest of the 
Jurye to cleare the Bishopp, he sent a message to his 
brother by Geotge Eatou a Clothier, Tell my Brother 
Captaine Loather (sayd he) that Joaepth is a verie 
knave. The Bishopp, in Christmas tyme, was adver- 
tised that the Lord Balfour & his Daughter was pre- 
paring for theire Journeye to England, & resolved to 
ijnportune the kinge w*^ . outcryes, whereuppon he 
went to Dublyn himself, gott licence of the Lord De< 
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putie v/'^ much a doe, and tooke abippinge for Eog- 
land, 80 came to Loadoo about the latter end of Ja- 
Duarye. The Kinge in the meane tyme being wearyed 
w*** some of the Bisbopps Cuntrymen there, be^nge 
of the Bishopprick of Clogher, Whome they alledged 
to have beeo found guiltie of all whereof he was ac- 
cused, His Ma*^ wrote to the Lord Deputie to cause 
the cbeif Justice and the other Judges of the cheife 
place send him true information of all the proceedings 
in the Bishopps cause. The Judges, according to the 
Kings direction, returned tbeire certificat about the 
begiDDing of ffebruarye ; Wbereiu they made knowne, 
that a Grand Jurye of the Countye of ffermannagh 
had appeared before them, and enquired whither the 
Bishopp of Clogher were guiltie in procuringe his Ser- 
vants to murther S' John Wimbes, and whither, after 
committinge of that murther, the sayd Bishopp bav- 
iQge notice of the fiact, did receave, harbour, and re- 
leive the Malefactors. That this Grand Jurye was al- 
lowed by his Ma*!** learned Councell, and sworae to 
enquire, unto whome the evidences was carefully given 
and preassed to the full by the King's Attumeye & 
his Seriant, w<^ consisted uppon presumptions onlye, 
and in tbeire owne Judgements did not appeare 
to be convincinge, and that the Grand Jurye havinge 
consulted long uppon the evidence, and fyndinge it 
not sufficient, had returned their verditt Ignoramut. 
This Letter was subscribed by the Lord cheife Justice, 
S' Christopher Sybthorpe, & S' Edwarde Harrys. 
The Bishopp had nowe sought to have accesse to the 
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Kinge, and finding that grace aod fovour, he com- 
playned to his Ma*'" of his uniust vexation, and the 
malice of his Adversaryes had heen so clamerous, and 
b^ged he might have Justice of a sort of wicked men 
who had conspired to take awaye his lyef. The Kinge 
gratiouslie aunsweared. That his Adversaryes had byn 
so clamorous to have Justice done them, That he 
could not otherwyse but g^ve waye unto them : That 
he was well pleased the Bishopp was cleared by lawe, 
aod assured him, as they had had taken what the lawe 
could give them against him, He should have the lyke 
against them. With this gratious aunaweare the Bi- 
shopp was fullye satisfyed, and soone after petitioned 
to hA Ma*^ that he would appoint some of His Honour- 
able privie Councell or of his Judges to heare his com- 
plaint, aod to certifie his Ma*)* what they should fynde. 
Balfour and his daughter all this while Laboured w*>> 
the Bishoppa servants and theire {Treinda to gett them 
to say aomwhat might trinch uppoo the Bishopp, to 
we"" effect they argued thua. Yo*^ Maister, the Bi- 
shopp, he left Dothinge undone was in his power to 
bringe you to the Gallowes. He hateth you in regard 
of the Losse he hath had by you. He cannott (thoughe 
he were willinge) procure you a Pardon. But will 
you sett the sadle uppon the right horse (Thus Balfour 
styled the false accusation he entised them unto), you 
shall have a Pardon procured for you, and be reconcil- 
ed to & John Wimbes fireindea. The Bishopp being 
informed of thys Traffique by his servants. He putt 
up a second Petition to his Ma^^", Shewinge that he 
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had undergODe several tryalla, wherein all that could 
be iavented against hini could not make anye accu- 
sation so much as probable, that his Ma*^ Judges 
of Cheife place had certified so muche : That his Ad- 
veFsaries contynued their malitious courses to subborae 
felse witnes, and to entyse his owne serrants, the 
Actors in that unhappie accident, by fiiyre promises, 
to accuse theire Maister : That his Ma'^ would there- 
fore be pleased to commauod any course to be taken 
that might tiye his Innocencye, and wipe awaye these 
aspersions whereby his CallingCt and religion itself, 
was wounded through his syde : That as Solomon, 
36. proverbes 2. It was the honor of a kinge to searche 
out a thinge, by w<='' doeing Solomon gott hims^ at 
first both to be loved and feared : 1 . Kings, 3. cap. 
39. verse. Humblye, therefore, prayed his Ma*'* to 
appoint any Indifferent men to put this teadious vexa- 
tion to some point, That he might serve God and his 
Ma**" in his holye vocation. Uppon this the Bishopps 
second petition, his Ma*'" appointed the Earl of Mon- 
teath and S^^ Archibald Acheson, one of his Scottishe 
Secretaries, to doe theire dilligence to quiet both par- 
ties ; But S' Archibald not careinge what chaise the 
Bishopp were put to, bo his owne Cousins, the Bi- 
shopps servants, might be redeemed and have theire 
Pardons. He preasaed the Bishopp w^ givinge to the 
Ladye the Third of his Estate, and summes of moneye 
besyde ; fibr which his unreasonable demaunde the 
Bishopp appealed Irom him againe to the Kinge ; and 
so had the Viscount Duplin, ChauacelloT of Scotland ; 
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The ViBCOunt Elie, Chauncellor of Ireland, and the 
Viscouot CoDDOwaye, Cheife Secretarie of England, 
appointed to be Commissioaere to heare the' com- 
playnta of both parties, and determlDe what was fittest 
to be done therein, avoweinge whatsoever they con> 
eluded should stand firme. These Three Noblemen, by 
the Kings direction, called both parties before them, 
and, after a long hearinge, at last they uiged the Bi- 
sbopp in regard of the Ladye Wimbes povertie, uid 
the miseiye of her children, for whome theire father 
had left neyther land nor goods, that he would give 
them some releefe. The Bishopp excepted against 
theire proposition. That the givii^ of anye thinge, 
were it never so title, wpuld be scandelous & interpreted 
a composition and satisfoctiou of some guilt on his 
parte. But the Commisaioners, in one voyce, tooke 
in hand to provyde well enougbe for that, and so pro- 
ceeded and concluded upon an order : Mamelye,. 
That the Bishopp should give the Ladye, wtbin Tenn 
dayes after the publication of theire order, a bundreth. 
powuds in band, and ffitlie pownds cleere Rent to her 
and her children, for ffiftie yeares at least. . Shee, 
againe shgulde give securitie that herselfe nor any other. 
should prosecute the Bishopp, or anye had relation 
to him, for her Husbands Deathe. The Commission- 
ers, after they bad thus ordered the . busynes, they 
acqu^nt the Kinge wt>> theire Order, and had it con- 
firmed by his Ma***, But agreed amongst themselves 
not to acquaint the Bishopp nof the Ladye «■>■ the 
particulars what they had ordered, till they should 
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carter iota Twoo TboDMod PowDd* apiece t» abyde 
tbe oidei. The Bialii>pp putt of fiom daye to At^re to 
enter sudie boades, hopeiofne n the meuie^Hie ta 
leame tbe conteDta of ttaeire order before be iroutd be 
booad^ and pacticidarlye, he protested he wn not 
able U>farf€ any wadic wooejc, being ha from home, 
and his meanes exhanstad bf the great Bunntes of 
moDeje he hoi payflke for hii servaatft, in «>«>■ he 
was boond tor theire appaiance when Ihey shuoae^ 
tbciie Tryall. To this it was replied by the Con- 
niuioaers, that whatsoeret they had cvdereds yen 
they would pemwade ibe Ladye to accept of aocae 
Ihle moneye on this syde, aad of the reM i» IrelaKd ; 
Bat still ih^ w^fed hks to ester mto bondes, Soe 
niche (sayd theye) is his Ma*^ pleunre. His Ma''* 
declariDge his pteasve to be suche, Tbe Bishopp' be 
agreed to* cntwr into the s^d bond, w<* be bad nO' 
soosei done but the order was published, and coppies- 
tiiereof seat to bothe parties, aad tbe next daye There- 
after, the Lord Chaoneellor of Iretntd sent for the 
Bishopp to come to his Lodgeinge. When he eame 
thither, the Ladye was there before him. H^e bocb 
pafttes grambled «t the order. The fii^opp, in good 
eacnest, offered tO' deliver baek her Bond Co be can- 
celled, so shee would doe the like and give up hia, 
but shee had no suche dtoaght, but caUed for the 
HuDdreth pwwvds ordered her. It seemeth diis was 
Ae errand for w*^ the CbuiDceUour of Imlaad sent 
for the Biahopp. The Bialsopp fearinge to iecHrr the 
fforfeitt oi 9(t(kfi>- and hovioge so much Gold aboute 
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fain, Ihi payd it-downe. The Buhopp be would novra 
have tauten h.i» leaYe tii kis Ma"*, aad so returaed to 
IiekuMl, but was forced to staie till be gott newe sap- 
pitesofaumey. TlieLadyeWimbessbeecoDtiDuedallso 
at Court, aeekinge a further recooapence for the Losae 
o£keT Huabaud, wbo waa killed (as sbee nowe aUedg- 
ed) whilst be was doeiag bis Ma*^ servyce. Whea 
•hee bad gott wbaC could be gott in, she returned to 
IndiaDd. Sooae aiter, divers Noblemen, aad aome of 
Us Ma!^** ofi&oers at Couit, haviiige fully informed faia 
Ha*i" of tbe maoer howe S' Jobii Wimbes was killed, 
imd tbat, what the Biahoppa servants had doae, they 
weve figvced to it, & was done in tbeve owoe defence. 
They Implored bis Ma*«* Grace and Pardon for tbem ; 
w<*> was atronglie cKWsed a looge tyme by S' John 
Wishard, Darkl flamsey, asd others' the Lord B^ 
fours Canpbces. Yett his Ma*^, DOtw^Mandinge of 
all theire oppoevtioas, was at last moved w''' oonpas- 
BKm, and the Pardon waa gcaanted, w^^* w<^ the K- 
abopps BervantB letursed to Ireland, and pleaded it at 
the Kings Beache. By this tyme the Kahopp of 
Clobber waa allao returaed to Ireland ; and no soooer 
cone but tbe Loud ChaniacelLor called to hira the 
Lttvde Cheife Justice & the Lovde Angien (wfaoe were 
by the KiBge order all Tbvee appointed to see the 
Ladye aecsuzed, and her Cbildrenn after her, of the 
dO"*- per asnum, and tfaatfar ^yearea.) These Three 
Lords waioed tbe Biahof^ and tbe Ladye Wimbea to 
sppeare before theai, and in ead ordered the Bidiopp 
to give the Ladye a List of suche lands as were 
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woorthe ffiftie powods by yeare. The Bisbopp made 
her divers offers of Lands both in the Counties of 
Mons^han and ffeimannagh, but none of them would 
be accepted. At last, after eight weekes attendance, 
these Lords ordered her to accept of some lands in the 
CouDtye of Tyrone oflfered her by the Bishopp, pro- 
vidinge they were found in value wordi 50"^ per an- 
num ; ffor Tryall whereof, a Commission was sent 
foorthe out of the highe Court of Chauncerie, and 
directed to the Lord Cawfield, S' Andrewe Stewart, S' 
Henrye Titchbume, and other Twoo Justices of , 
Peace, who called the Tenaunts of the lands beft»« 
them at Agher, and examined them uppoo oathe of 
the valewe of the Lands, w<^ they found to be better 
then 50*'^ yeariie ; So certified . the Lord Chauncellor 
thereof: but he', as it seemed, resolved to doe the 
Lord Balfbure & his Daughter some extraordinarie 
kindness. He preassed the Bisbopp to submitt him- 
self to what order himself, the Lord Angiers, and the 
Lorde Cheife Justice should agree uppon. The Bi- 
shopp trustinge they would not exceede what was be- 
fore ordered and confirmed by the Kinge, he consented 
to abyde theire Order. So tbe Lord Chauncellor, w*^ 
the other Conunissioners who were at his devotion, 
ordered the Bishopp to give the Ladye ffourtie pownils 
in readie moneye toward her charges, & add to the 
former Lands valewed as aforsayd at Xfl^ twoo Townes 
more. And whereas the Lease was to be lett by the 
Kings Order for 60"" yeares, tbeye ordered him to 
lett these lands for 60*^" yeares. At w*^ order, when 
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the Bishopp begao to repine, The Lord Chauncellor 
be threatned him yf be would not obeye. He would 
certifie the Kioge that all the fitult was in the Bi- 
shopp. The Bishopp wearie of Troubles, looseinge 
his Tyme & wastii^e his estate at Dublyn, He ye^d- 
ed at last, and gave the Ladye a Lease of all these 
Lands Ordered by the Lord Chauncellor for 60**" 
yeares, w** were then woorthe ZO"**- per annum, but 
improved afterward above a huodreth pownds a year ; 
He payd allso the 40"^ ordered her. And nowe having 
obeyed the Kings order to the full smd mu(:he more, 
he desyred the Lord Chauncellor & the Lord An- 
glers their testimonie that he had fuUfiUed the Kings 
Order, but they delayed him so long that he was for- 
ced to returoe home to Clc^her w*^)ut it; and had not 
rested there long but a missive Letter came to him 
from the Lord Chauncellor againe. Here it was al- 
ledged, that the Bisbopps sonoe, and some other 
Tenaunta had Leases formerlie of those Lands, and 
therefore be was required to gett all theire Re> 
leases, & enter bonds for the securitie for that Lease 
grauDted to the Ladye. The Bishopp satisfied them 
in this point allso, and so renewed his suite for the 
CommiBsioners Testimonye That he had fiillfilled 
the kings Order, w<=^ w^ muche adoe he obtained. 
Mowe he supposed he had done wi^ his Adversaryes 
forever; But his Adversaryes were restless, and so 
found out a newe Clamper uppon this occasion. One 
Captain James Mervin, carrowsinge w*^ the Lord Bal- 
four, gave out that Twoo. of the Townelands leased 
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by the Kshopp of Clogber to hin ]>augfater w»a bis 
heritage ; uppon this neport the Ladye laooe a^wte to 
the Lord Chaunoellor, and had anotber letter miwive 
for tib« Bishopp, When he «ame uppon that Letlier to 
Dublyn, The Losd CbawKiellor was verte bneife wt>> 
him, accused bim of ill dealinge, that would lett land* 
to the Ladye w*** were question able. The Bishopp 
then se^yed that the luids were found by the DiatiD- 
guishioge ofiyce to be the Bishopp of Clogh^s heri- 
t^e, and that bis Psedeoessoc and hinis^ bad bya ia 
peaceable poaseasioD of them above S7 years, and tUftt 
it was tyme to comfiiaifi wibcm tbey were eviiciiifid from 
htm. This was all that was done that Jouneye. But 
soone after Captaiae Merria brought dowae a CoH- 
■usMon to enquire what Landes beloiiged to tbe Eaiia 
of CaBtkhavens proportioos in the Barony Oauigfa, 
and so handled the bmynes w^ tbe Irishes <c Natives 
ff *^ bad rdation to bun, That tbey sware home ^t^ 
ibr those twoo Towjoelands be cla^ooed of tbe fiisb«^p, 
& miuue moce Townee daymed by bim of «ititer& 
Nowe was tbe Lord BalfiNur & the Ladyie bis da\^- 
ter glacld to have this occaaon to trouble the Bishopp, 
& briage him againe to Dubtyn. So the Lorde 
Chauncelkur sent annothra miative Letter to caM him 
up. Then was there do remedie but «y^cr to reduce 
die Captunes office, ar buye Captaine Jtlefvins his 
^etended righte. The Bi^opp chooaed diat w*^ was 
ieast troubksDue, thosghe the o(tfaer might have bya 
done w^ WflBe coat; So bought Captaine Mervui^s 
Aightctf these TowneB,&.aDDexedtlKantotbeBiahoppr 
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rick for ever> 6t Leised theia to the Lady«, ffor w^ 
lite CapvaiiM! had abore flower akove powndis. The 
Lord ChnMeellof , for all tbvsi, »ot contented that these 
nme haada were anewe secsred to the . hoAye, He 
«rdeMd Cbe Biafe)pTr to paye bet Twentie powndes 
fi>r h«r (Amp», thmigb all tMo while shee- kept bowse 
w* h«r£btfcer iu DaiblyB. Thus didtbe LordChmiO' 
ecUor make tbe Lord K^opp of Clogber ctance acten^ 
dance Twwo years, Ac wh«tea0, both by the Kin^ 
Mder & the Ladyes owae coammi, the Bisbopp might 
bam chosea to htrre giv«D the La<fye & her children' 
aixe buadred powndes n baurd, tff the Lease of fiSftte 
powodes for ffiftie yean, The Lord Cbaerneelfor, 
what by feyre, what by foule meaticM, He fcttced bhtt 
to paye sesrencore powndes ftSidye aioneye above 
the hundred powndes payd in Lcmdon, 6l tM secure 
tbe Ladye of hindft wortike on hundred powndes year* 
li* for 60 yenKs. 

White the Bishop^ of Clogber was thus tnfDbled 
up tk downe l^ Balfour and bis Daughter, Malcolm 
HamnnlKHi, Arcbdbishopp of CasfaelU depao-ted this 
Lyef, and soon after (he Bisbopp of Ck^her was ad-^ 
demised fron Court, That his Ma*'" plcasore was to 
Translate htm iirom Clogber to Cashell, & where 
want of meanes ougbt shear him to dccepte thereof, 
He was assured to- have Commeadama W^** sbontd en* 
able hioi to mainteine tbe Dignirie. This his Ma** 
pleasure was no sooner Divulged, bwt the Bisbopp of 
Clogber bad manye penwaaions of chose wbo boped 
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to succeede him to accept of the offer. The cheife 
Solicitoura were the Deaoe of Raphoo, M* Adare* & 
the Archdeacon of Clogher. The Bishopp of Clogher 
preferred his Archdeacon to the other, aotw*'^taDdiDge 
he did knowe him to be but a smalle fij^iod in his 
troubles, aod had a twoofold reason for his doeing bo ; 
for fyrst, when he was in Ei^land, and the Archbi- 
shopprick of Tvam in CoDDt^h fell voyde, & the Bi- 
shopp of Clogher, by the Duke of Buckingharas 
meanes, had the Graunt of it, & hia owae in Com- 
mendham ; & after the Dukes deathe, the Bishopps 
Letter for it was stopt by them were about the Kinge 
& had power to doe it, w<^ they professed they did it 
not for any ill will to the Bishopp of Clogher, but for 
the good of the Churche, addinge w^'^U that so loi^e 
as they were in creditt, they would oppose both mul- 
tiplicitie of Bishoppricks and graunting Commendams 
of Deanries to any that should be preferred to be Bi- 
shopps or Archbishopps : In this regard there was no 
hope to have the Deanrie of Raphoe in commenduu. 
Againe, the Archdeacon of Clu^her had Benefices 
woorthe 400'i*- per annum, w^, by his preferment to 
Clc^her, would have byn a good augmentation to the 
Archbisfaoppricke gettinge them in ccHumendam ; But 
the Bishopp of Cloghers cheife reason was, his Arche- 
deacon, in that case he should succeede him in his 
Bishopprick, took in hand to satisfie the l,adye Wim- 
bes, and gett her discbai^e to htm of all conditions he 
was obliged unto by the Kings Order. To this effect 
the Bishopp of Clogher & his Archdeacon appointed - 
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to meete at OaUya where the Ladye Wimbes aad her 
ffatbet kept Tc^ither. The Archedeacoo came to Dub- 
lyn first, and before the Daye appointed, so agreed 
w*^ the Ladye ia words before the Bishopp came to 
the Towae. Wherew*'' Balfour was no sooner ac- 
quainted, but he disswaded bothe the Archedeacoo & 
his daughter, layeioge before the Archedeacon his 
greate hazard, men being mortall ; and that he might 
dye before he gott so muche of the Bisbopprick as 
would paye his Daughter, & redeeme his land : But. 
his cheifo perswadinge argument was, that he himself 
could gett him the Bishoppricke of Clogher w*'K>ut any 
suche charge, yf he would followe his advyse, as thus : 
The Bisbopp of Clogher (sayd he) must remove, and 
I will use my creditt to have him translated ; If you 
then, Archedeacon, can folfowe the buayoes quicklye, 
I will make you some good ffreindes ; I & my Daugh- 
ter will make sure the Bishopp of Clogher shall not 
have licence to goe for England, Wee will make bim 
worke enough here : Gett you onlye Letters of Re* 
commendation from the Lord Primat, & what other 
you can purchase, & hast you awaye. This councell 
was embraced w*^ no good succes, ffor tboughe the 
Archedeacon had the Lord Primats Letters, k the 
Lord Balfours allao, and the Bishopp of Cl<^her allso 
commendiuge him to divers his £&eindes ; Yett the Bi- 
shopp of Clogher his excuseioge himselfe to bis Ma*'* 
tbat he could not beare out suche a Dignitie, and praye- 
ioge his Ma**" he might coa^ue where he was. Dis- 
appointed all Balfours Proiects. Aad the Bishopp <^ 
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Clogher, thoughe he should have gayQed-more Honor 
& proffitt too by the change, yet be was provoked so 
by the Lord Balfoures speeches, who br^^ged that he 
should be his Bisfaopp no more. It by the Archedea- 
coDB double dcaliflge in runninge one course w*^ him, 
that he resolved to crosse them, tbougfae he should be 
a looser bimself. Doctor Hammilton, Bishopp of Kil- 
laley in CoRnagh, who laye at Court all this while 
makeinge fiieinds for Cashell, uppon the Bishopp of 
Cloghers refusal! he obtayned Cashell, and the Arche^ 
deacon accepted of a poore Bisbopprick, no more 
woorthe then an hundreth powndes by yeare, called- 
Kilfaaor, to bis owne great Dettiment, & the more hurt 
of his Childrenn, as it fell out. The Bishopp of 
Clogher bad nowe begunn to settle bimself at Clc^her, 
in the Countye of Tyrone, w<^ was of old an uintj^iC 
Cittie, deoor«d w*'' Twoo Churches & agreate number 
of Inhabitants, butt in the late warres, was. utfieriie 
Fuyned,' The Churches undennyned and fyred,- the 
Bishopp & the Abbott &'Cbanons bowses were demo- 
lished ; & at the Bishopps cominge to dwell there is 
Anno 1638, Then -were no- more than some Temi. 
or Twelve poore people' Dwelling in Cotb^es patched 
up w*'' skreas & Wattles. - The Bishopp therefore sett 
bimself alltogither : to buyld^ a Howse for himself,, to 
repaire the Cburcber to Buyld an Inne, Stables, BanieSi 
keill, Mill; & the like, •8c to encettrage otJiers to hUyld 
w"! him : So w*^ muchc^ adoe obtayoed his Ma**" 
Letteis to tettSOO Acpbs in ffee fame, w^ he did ao- 
cordinglie, lett tibe SOa akvee to 16 several men, wboe 
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were bound to builde Eogltahe Howses, & plant Orch* 
ards, &c. This Graunt of the SOO acres, accordiog to 
a Pqtent pasiled upi»on the Kings Letter, was cnwsed 
in a Twoofold nianner ; ffint by. S' James. Aiesltia, 
who could'notabyde Glider to be repaited, fearioge 
it -would b^'thedecate of bis Tovne Agher. He did 
therefore .call' th^ Brshoppv nevib- Patent in question, 
tSt vowted If f tbe' Bisbopp kept fiitires-& Marketts ac. 
cording to Uis Patent, he^ would .doe wiuider^ ft a* 
mottget other r6vef|geB. <be would- disioheHt his sonne, 
who had- married the iBisfaopps Daughter, & was to 
soocsede to all his Land»< 00- the other syde,' the 
Archdeacon nowe Bisbopp of Kilfiuior, thoughe he bad 
given his consent to the Lettinge of the sayd ffee 
ftilnes, ft' putt to the Chapters seale to theio, the 
keepinge whereof he bad usurped by. the Deane of 
'Clogh«« n^llgeace, yett w**>out ever Bkewinge any 
mislike to- the Bishoppof Clogher, He wrote to the 
Bishopp'Of LondoB, ft' other the Commisndnen of the 
Bridie afl^tes, Tb^-tbe Bitbopp.of Clogher LettiDge 
his- ffe« fiffmes, ' had' inot' left' the msxt tuccesscw so 
mtiebe RoiEime a» whereon te buyld a howae or plant 
an orchard. ' Uppon w^ Information, . Letters came 
front England to the Lord Chauncdlor ft^the £arie of 
C^^e, thbn Loids Justices of Ireland, to examine the 
Ht^pp of 'Clt»ghetB':^oeeedings therein. The Bi- 
iiitipp aVerred,' that what he had doneiwas done ac^ 
C(tpd4'tlge- to his' Ma'*' ft the ConwriBsioBers for Ireltmd 
theire owne'lice&ee, th&t>«U.tended tolthe f^otatioD - 
ft.good of UieCuatrie; That it was not Qrtt aBish^p 
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should be hampered amoog Mechanickes in the Jowoe 
ofCl<^her; That he had divers Towne landes adia> 
cent, & lyenge continue far more fitt to buyld uppoa ; 
but that himself was aliwayes of opinion that the Bi- 
shopp havii:^ fayrer lands uppoa Lc^hearn, in a bet- 
ter Cuntrie, that a Howse should be builte there nexte 
to Inniskillinge for all succeedioge Bishopps. Yett 
suche was the sclauhder of settioge these ffee foimes, 
w* the Bisbopp had lett accordi^e to his Patent & 
of a good Intention, That to stopp tbeire mouthes 
who exchtymed thereon, he gave content to them to 
whome theye were lett & were begunn to build th^e- 
OD, so were theye all surrendred i^aine. 

In this meane tyme the Justices were dischaiged to 
1633. medle w*** any busynes, and the newe Deputye, Vis- 
count Wentwortfae, was dailye expected. He came 
over about that same tyme when the Kinge was ctowdp 
ed in Scotland. The Bishopp of Clogher was in Scot- 
land at that tyme, & in his Joumeye thither was grel- 
vouslye hurte by the Soli of his horse vr^ him, v> could 
not conie to Tender his service to the Lord Deputye 
so soone as others did. His Adversaries tooke this 
advauntage, & after they bad Insinuat themselves wt^ 
the Deputye and his ffc^owersi theye loaded the Bi- 
shopp w"* calumnyes. The cheife was the Delapida>- 
tion of bis Bishopprick, & takeinge Bribes for coofei- 
ringe Benefices uppon Clerks. The cheife Informers, 
and most malitious Prosecutors were S^ James Ares- 
kin, & his Goshipp the Deane of Downe, Harrye 
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liCflly, who bad longed a'greate while to be Bisbopp i^ 
Clogfaer. To thia effect, Theyebired one Harrye Jones, 
who bad bya a Stewart of the BisbofqM Howse, to 
Accuse his Lord of Symooie. This £Eellowe was a 
Welchihaa borae, and Trusted w''' the gorerneDieDt 
of the Bishopps Howse, in w** service he prooved so 
treacherous, that the Bishopp wasforced to tume him 
awaye. This fellowe beinge malecontent, & nowe 
waotinge meanes- & w»>out service, He played uppoo 
the simplicitie of. one Geoi^e Cottingham, Chapleo to 
the Lord Valencia, on whome, at bis Lorde & Ladyes 
requests, the Bishopp had bestowed the Parsonage 
of Moa^hap. . Some three or ffower monethes afler the 
Bishopp had bestowed the Benefice uppon him, & had 
receaved thancks from the Ladye Valencia, then in 
Bngland, & from the Lord Cheife Baron, in whose 
bowse the sayd Cottingham had lived ; This Cotting- 
ham seeinge ooe of the Bishopps servants horse lame. 
He would needes bestowe his owne Nagg upon the 
Bislu^p, least bis servant should lye belunde in Dub- 
]yn. This the sayd Jones would have tobeabrybe> 
& Threatned Cottingham to accuse him thereof. Cot- 
tingham in simplicitie, having gott a good Benefice, 
He accompted it a small tbinge, gave the felowe nowe 
Sc then money to supplye his wants, Wherebye the 
Dronken fellowe Jones was so flesht, that he gave out 
to bis Dronken companicHos he could never want 
moneye so long as Cottingham lived. These speeches 
cominge to S* James Areskin & the Deane of Oowoe 
there hearinge,. .They, concluded yf Cottingham wars 
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guiltie of symonie, the JKshopp could not be free. 
So tbey Dealt w*^ him to- accuse Cottingham. . Then 
was CottiD^^uun called' in question. & exuained by S' 
Geoige Batlyff, an Attumey for the Kinge in the 
North of England, but nowe knighted by the Lord 
Deputye, !& a privie Councelloure. The fiisbopp be* 
ing come to Dublyn & iaformed of all these Doeiogs^ 
He apprehended himself to be wounded throughe Cot* 
tinghams sydes; St therefore would have better inform- 
ed S' GeOTge Ratliffe of the Tnieth & bis Dishoneetie, 
wboe was the Accuser : But S' -Geoige was verie 
peremptoffie, alleadginge that Hairye Jones' Tcsti- 
monie would serve the turae to Deprive Cottingham 
of his Benefice & the Bishopp of his Bisbopprioke. 
The Bishopp was inured this yeare by past to«adare 
iusoleot speeches, and therefore passed by S' Q cot ges 
uabeseeminge woords. In the-meane tyme Hwrye 
Jones was accused of Divers ffbi|;eTieB both.iroiB' Eng- 
land & in Ireland, Gonfiessed that there was 300U>-^. 
fered him yf his Accusations of CottiBgham fh6uU 
prevaile ; So fell sick and Dyed ouserablie.^ Thus-wms 
the Bisbopp'Of Clogher his accusation of symonie at 
an erid. Yett the Lord Deputye was not satisfied 
touobeinge the oAer point) the Delapidations of his 
Bishopprick. Wbereuppon he resorted ito the Lord 
Deputye, & one rdaye when the Lord Deputye told 
him that -he ' haird ill, TIm Bishopp-' aunsweased he 
knewesomuohe -hini8eU'&- was not ashamed- ofi.it; 
yea, that he gloryedin it,'-4Mi/e audire- ex vmUU. ■ He 
acknowledged < that be was- hated of 'Divws of his win- 
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trydicni, & namelie of the Lord Balfour & S^^ James 
Areakio^, & Divers others of his CuatrymeQ had sould 
thecOselves to worke all wickedness, & wete great op- 
presBoiB of tfaeire Neighboures ; That for bis zeale to 
the Chui«he '& ffree Schooles, & his Rel^fe to his 
power {)f them that were wronged, was therefore faated 
of theia, & for this cause they had stirred up some 
ambitious men, suobe as were greedie of preferment, 
to Detract bimt- and, yf they could fynde oause, to in- 
vade his estate ; But nowe he reioioed that his Ma*** 
ba4 sett auche a Grovernor «yer tb^m all, whoe wuuM 
ere long kdowe hirnself better, and his Adversarie* 
too^ St what everie one was in Uieire place. Soone 
afU^ this the Lord < BaHlHir w«s complayned of by most 
of 'his*; Neighboures j ft' there came' so manic and' SO 
Daii^r6us complaints against him, That- be shunned 
hiS'IVyiEtli, & gott him over to England to seeke a Pat- 
don^-- -Where, after he had made awaie all his estate to 
make fiVeindes, he Dyed. S* James Areskin allso 
peroeavittge .he prevayled nothinge by Clamp«ringe 
w*^iihe Bishopp of Clogher, he 'desyred to be reeon. 
cited to the' Bishbpp, and atan after Dyed at Dublin, 
irherethB'Bi^iopp of' Clogher #as requested by his 
Sonne & ether toindes to 'make bis fiunerall Sermon, 
ft did accotdiiiglie'. The Deane 06 Dowoe was' by this 
^me prefM-rddrto* be Bishopp of Downe, & ©ae Daye 
in tfce>Castltf of Dublyn, aftei some privat Disooorae, 
pray«d cbe Bishopp'Of Clogher that nowe beinge bR>. 
4heM, l^e law of djum'M dtigbttake place betwfeene 
thela. ' The iBisfattpp of Kilfanor, Archedeaoett df 
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Cl<^her, he Dyed allso. Nowe, after aiaoie Troubles, 
the Bishopp of Clogher be began to fynde rest, & did 
dailye ameod in his worldlie estate ; fibr by the Lord 
Deputyes favour {Who was to the Churche of Ireland 
more than a ffatber) The Northern Bishopps of Ulster 
of the Escheated Countyes had lycence to lett newe 
Leases for 60 yeares, so had their Rents Doubled. 
Nowe had the Bishopp gott Eight or Nyne Towne 
Landes lyeing contjgue to his newe howae in Clt^her, 
w<^ be Destinat to be a perpetuall Demeasnes for his 
succeeding Bishopps, & gott an Act of £state past 
thereon. He recovered allso other Lands his Prede- 
cessor Bishopp Montgomerie was never in possession 
of; asnamelie,theIsleof Devenishefrom the Lord Has- 
tings, the greatest part of the Island of loishmore from 
S' Ralph Goore, Baronett, The Landes of Temom- 
grathe from James Magrath, The Towne land of Rakerin 
from S* Arthur Leygh, The Quarter of Drumkeana- 
ds^h from Art. O'Neall, w<^ thoughe the nowe Bi< 
shopp of Clf^her hath leased to the old possessors for 
80"*- yearlye, yet maie be worthe £fyve hundreth 
Pownds per annum when the leases are expired. The 
most parte allso of all the rest of the Tenaunta surren- 
dered theire old Leases, & tooke newe, Doublinge 
theire Rents ; So that at this same tyme the Bishopp- 
ricke is woorthe 1300"*- yearlye. He hath allso ffower 
Hundrethe powndes per annum of his owne purchase, 
and his Wyef her Dower, w*^ summes he Dothe not 
hoord up, nor yet dothe spende Idlie, but ke^>eth an 
HooouraUe Howse, & settethe manie poore men jn 
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woorke ; Liveth contentedlye & pleasantlye w*^ a 
Rdigious and vertuouB Gentlewoman of good Estima- 
tiOB, by whome, in his olde age, he hatheaSonne nam- 
ed Junes, and Twoo Daughters, Elizabeth .& Marye, 
all hopefull Childrenn. Thus is he dailye prepareinge 
for his DissolutioD, and preyinge It maye be to Gods 
Glorye, & his owne evertastinge Happines. — Amen.

But wbill the theater of this worid Lastetb, Ther 
wil be new Tragedyes played upon it. Behold, tbeQf 
all the thre Kingdoms, first Scotland, aixt England, 
& last of all Ireland, in a fearfiill combustioun in a 
verie schort tym. The fyr began thus : The Church 
of Scotland having no sett form of Liturgie ; The 
King, with advyse of sundrie his Bischops, he direct- 
ed a sett form of divyn service to be printed, not much 
differing in any substantiall point from the service book 
used in England, and sett furth proclamatioun that 
unif<Hinitie should be kept accordinglie throughout 
that kingdom. This being doon with more haist then 
good speed, without consent of ther presbiteries. 
The presbiterians underhand, stirred up the people to 
distast the book, and to oppos themselves to such as 
should offer to obey the proclamatioun. Then was 
ther nothing haird but murmuring in privat and rul- 
ing in publick, crying out that Religioun was betray- 
ed, and ane English mass brought in. That the Bi-

schops wer the doere therof, and glyd wer to gett 
this occasioun to iqak that order of ChurchmeD odi- 
ous who wer now to much couDtenaoced (as they 
thc^ht) by the Kiug. The presbiteries they feared 
that BischopB by tym wold divest them of ther au- 
thoritie. Thos of the nobilitte & gentrie again whos 
estait was nuid up by the spoyll of the Church, They 
feared also that ther estaittes might be branked iff Bi- 
schops wer io such authoritie and creditt ; so reaolu- 
tioD was tajLiD to cry doun both the book of divyu ser- 
vice, and the fViactioun of Bishops too. To this effect 
schtunbs, slanders, and lyes are broached ; The weak- 
er sex, and ignorant people, eucour^ed to offer vio- 
lence to the reverend fathers of the Church, or who- 
soever wold rede that divyne service preacrybed ; and 
thus was the fyre kindled by seditious preachers, which 
the King went about to quench by edicts and procla- 
matiouns, but the seedia of seditioun had taken so 
deep root, no proclamatioun wold now serv the turn. 
Ther was still piotestatiouns put up to enervat the pro- 
clamatiouns. Thus was sovereign authoritie baffoul- 
led, and the King forced to rays an army to bring that 
kingdom to obedience ; ffor under colour of cove- 
naunting to defend religioun, they persuaded most 
men to subscryb with them to keep fest togither, and 
defend on another ; and who retused to enter into 
this unlawful! covenant wer forced to it, or else rob- 
bed of all ther estait, so seized on the Kings Castellis, 
his revenues, and multiplyd ther contempts Irom tym 
to tym. The King raysed an army in England* and 
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marched as far as the borders to chastise those re- 
bels ; now, though he had power enough, with the 
help of his good subjects in Scotland, to have brok 
the nieck of ther Covenant, Yet was the King so trac- 
table, that he was overcome with the advys of some 
Noblemen & Counceltours (who regarded ther own 
particulars more than his honour) to pardon what was 
past upon promeis of forbearance of such violent cour- 
ses in tym to come, dnd living orderlie therafiter in ther 
wonVed obe^dience to the Iftwft; Uppon thea promeases 
The King he returned to England without any effects 
of bringing ah army do fair on with so great coast. 
Wheret^ th'es Covenanters insolence increasing, new 
cbmplaints were brought daylie to the King by parti- 
culiff men, whotn they oppressed both before and after 
this ptoificatidun. Hereupon the King was forced 
the next year to rays another army in England, and 
to setid the Marques Hammiltoun to Sea with a put 
therof to hinder the Scottis from all sort of Traffick. 
It was concluded also, that ana army should be rays- 
ed in Irland of Eight thousand, and for the mainten- 
fince of b6t!h atmyes, that a Parlament should be sum- 
mond in England and another in Ireland. 

The Eiurl of Straffoord, lord Lieutenant of Ireland, he 
hasted the Parlament in Ireland, and so handled the 
matter, that to thes warrs they consented to contribut 
moor subsedys -then the cuntry culd Weatl beer; which 
was raised in all haist, and ahe army of Ten thousand 
men raysed, and directed to march to the northeast of 
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Irlaod, right against Scotland. Thes wer Id readynes 
at a call : but Behold, the ^cottis in the mean tym 
brake in in ^glaod, took Newcastle upon Tyne, and 
seassed themselfis in Northumberlaod and Durham, 
without any great oppositioini. The Farlament of 
England were so fair from disconteut, that they en- 
couraged the Scottis to continue where they had settled 
themselfe, and bond themselfs to pay them laige sum^ns 
of money for ther Brotherly assistance off thir proceed- 
ings in Parlament, and prosecuting The Earl of Straf- 
foord, who was accused for subverting the fundamental 
laws of the kingdom^ and labouring, by all his skill, to 
sett the two kingdoms at odds. A command cam our 
from England to dissolve the armye in Ireland, which 
was no sooner doon bot the Fariament of Irland seat 
our Agents to the King and Parlament in England, 
with commissioun to charge the Earl of Straffoord that 
he had governed ihem tyrannically, and had wronged 
the kingdom in many particulars. Both Parlaments, 
and the Scottish Agents or commissiounere prosecut 
the Earl of Strafford so ei^rlie, that ther was found a 
law and a necessitye he should be put to death. In the 
mean tym the Parlament of Ei^laod, following the 
patern begun in Scotland, They prevtulled to have 
many things of great importance in the government of 
England altered in tyme to come ; as oamelie, taking 
any the Bischops vottis out of the Lords hous in Par- 
lament, calling ther tcienniall Parlaments, without 
acquainting the King withall. Taking away the star- 
chamber and high Commissioun Courts, rcf^lating

the Councell Table ; his Ma*'" relinquishing his title 
of imposing custom upon merchandise, and power 
of pressing of SouldionrS, The continuance' of the pre- 
sent Farlameat diirii^ ther own pteasur; and' maay 
other points, supposed no King would ever had pa- 
tience should hav been motioned, fiu* les consenited 
unto. The agents of Irland, sent thither from the 
Irish Fartament, perceaving sovereign authoritie so 
shaken, they inform them who sent them of all thes 
proceedings; whereuppon the Papists stirred upon 
another, and ther titular Clergy, Bischops, Vicars 
generals, preasts, and friers (who abounded in that 
kingdom), they poused all ferdward, now or never, to 
root out the reformed religion, and to putt to the sword 
all the Brittishe who wold not assist and tak part 
with them in ther rebetlioun. Ther pretencis wer : 
They alledged the like courses wer intended against 
them, all of them of ther professioun ; Which thc^h 
falsly pretended by them, yet some things ther wer 
that halted ther conspiracy, viz. Some indiscreet peti- 
tions weT sent over to the Parlaraent of England ; on 
intitled, a petitioun from the protestants in the Coun- 
ties of Down, Antrem, and Tyron in Ulster, sent back 
in print, and weall accepted of the Parlament ; after 
whichf many lyke petitiouns wer mad. readye to be 
sent over ; add unto this, the Scottismens frequent 
br^s in the north, that General Lesly wold come over 
ere long, and make a general reformatioun. Thes 
ydle petitiouns uid vain bc^^is enraged that people 
in a wrong tym. Ther conspiracy was neverthe- 
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less closlie caryed. The natives might be perceaved 
to wax insolent, and now and then to vent suspitious 
words: They had severall vne - - soned meettings 
and talk of provyding arms ; all which was cloaked 
with raysing of regiments to serr the king of Spayn 
against the Port^all or the ffrench. 

The Bischop of Clc^her had been Teiye kynd to the 
nativis, and kept fourtie of them at least who wer his 
domesticks and household servants, of whom no ques- 
tion ther were dyvers uittie fellows privie to the re- 
belliouD, yet never on of them forwamed bim of the 
danger ; Bot Archibald Areskin, his sone in law, send 
him a letter the 31. of October 
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
